was that the report of the Con- 
ference Committee was in direct violation of 
every single instruction given by the House, 
and therefore was not in order and should not 
be received. If this report were received no 
confidence could hereafter be placed ig a con- 
ference committee. Since the first day of the 
first session of the first Congress no such 
record had ever been made by a conferen 
committee. It stood alone without a single ¢ 
precedent. It had no precedent, and he trusted 
it would néver have an imitation. He held 
that the House conferrees were bound in 
honor by the instructions of the House and 
could not exeeed those instructions. . 

Mr. BMinchard of Louisiana wished to inform 
the gentiefian from Missouri that the House . 
conterrees did not propose to take their ideas 
of bonor from bim. It was not true, as stated 
by the gentleman, that every single item 
about which the House had given instructions 
_ was in the bill, and the gentieman knew it was 
not true, They had all been modified except 
the Potomac Flats item. He was aware tha 
gentleman did not expect the point of order 
to bé.sustained, It was part of the plan of 
the gentleman and other would-be lead- 
ers to\defeat this bill. The purpose and 
object, of- the gentleman was to provoke a 
long discussion and delay the bill. The 
same point had been debated in the Senate 
when the quéstion of appointing *conferrees 
was before that\body, and the decision arrived 
al was that the adtion’ taken by the House did ‘ 
not amount to an instruction and did not pre- 
vent a free conference. “ 

Mr. Hatch—The geritieman stated that which 
is not true. I reiterate just what I said. The 
contferrees were instructed to strike from the 
Senate amendments certain paragraphs, and 
every one of those paragraphs is still in the 
bill. I do not say they have nut been modified.

oiled a little in order to enable 
swallow them. 

Mr. Hatch raised the question of considera- 
tion against the report, but the House—11I to 
14—decided to consider it. Mr. Willis of Ken- 
tucky (a member of the Conference Commit- - 
tee) said that he had declined to sign thé.re- 
port because he honestly believed that if ‘it 
were ratified by the House it would be no 
only the end of this bill, but the end of every 
river and harbor bill in the future. He ap- 
pealed to every friend of rivers and harbors to 
vote down this conference report. If that 
were done, before the sun set today there 
would be another report free from objection-. 
able features. 7 

The House then—yeas 19, nays 135—refused 
to agree to the report of the Conference Com- 
mittee, and upon motion of Mr. Willis the 
House further insisted upon its disagreement 
to the Senate amendment and a further con- 
ference was ordered. 

The Speaker announced the appointment of 
Messrs. Willis, Blanchard, and Henderson of 
lllinois as conferrees. Mr. Bianchard asked 
that under the circumstances the House é6x- 
cuse him from acting< as conferree. His col- 
league, Mr. Henderson, also desired.to be ex- 
used. The gentlemen were excused and 
Messre, Willis, Glover, and Markham were ap- 


pointed conferreeés. 


There May Be Two Big Celebrations. 


. The Senate took up Mr. Hoar’s resolution 
(from the Library Committee) for the appoint- 
ment of a committee to inquire into the expe- 
diency of and pian for celebrating the 100th 
anniversary of the ConstiL-ion and the 400th 
of the discovery of America. Mr. Hawley 
spoke of the efforts of certain gentiemen, who, 
by pamphlets and otherwise, were industrious- 
ly pressing piayg for a great Internanhonal 
Exposition on some of the public grounds in 
Washington, with the idea of erecting 
expensive buildifigs which were to he 
permanent. It was a question whether the 
manufacturing and business interests of the. 
country were prepared for it. He had not the 
slightest idea that they were. No permanent 
exposition of such a character had ever been 
anything but a disastrous failure. He wanted 
to have the initiatory movement guarded so 
that the Government would not be committed 

to it. | 

Mr. Hoar declared that the purpose of the 
resolution was absolutely free from ¢ommitting * 
the Government to anything. 

Mr. Voorhees (a member of the Library Com- 
mittee) said that there was no committal to a 
celebration. The resolution was an act of 
respect to gentlemen who had come before the 
committee and discussed the subject. ~ , 

Mr. Van Wyck thought that the expenses of 
the Centennial celebration at Philadelphia and 
of the late New Orleans Exposition had been 
quite enough for the Government and people. 

Mr. Hale was squarely upposed to Congress, 
at this late day. doing anything that would 
commit the Government to any such exposi- 
tion. Washington was the last place in the 
country for an industrial exposition. Not an 
argument. could be urged in favor of it; but 
all the arguments were against it. | 

The resolution was modified (at the sug- 
gestion of Mr. Hawley) so as to direct the 
committee of seven, of whom one shall be the. 
presiding officer of the Senate, to consider the 
expediency of properly celebrating, at the 
Capital of the Republic, these two illustrious 
anniversaries, and if said celebration be 
deemed expedient shall report on the method, 
cost, and general plan thereof, at the next 
session of Congress, and was adopted—yeas

In the east room the wood- 
work will be repainted white, and the gilding, 
which now presents quite a dingy appear- 
ance, will be retouched. An additional 
coat of puint is to be given the blue and 
green rooms as well as the state dinner-room. 
In the private dining-room a new carpet will 
be laid, as the one now in use isin a state of 
dilapidation. The curtains on the entire lower 
floor have been removed and a new set or- 
dered in their stead from abroad, it having 
been found less expensive to purchase them in 
Europe than to patronize home manufacture. 
Throughout the ground floor of the house the 
rooms bave already been calcimined and the 
brick-work whitewashed. It is expected that 
Cougress will make au appropriation of $6,000 
for the purpose of repairs and alterations to 
the conservatory. Should this be done the old 
heating apparatus will be taken out and re- 
placed by a new one, it having been found at the 
receptions last winter chat the one now in use 
was whoily inadequate to keep the conservatory 
at an even temperature. An asphalt tloor will 
be laid, new benches placed at suitable inter- 
Vals, and some necessary repairs made to the 
superstructure of the building itseif. On the 
upper floor the ceiling of the state bedroom 
will be repapered.

THE NEW OLEOMARGARINE BILL. 


Eight Board of Trade Directors Send a 
Telegram to President Cleveland Asking 
Hiim to Withhol¢g His Signature—Consid- 
etable Indignation Expressed. 

The Directors of the Board of Trade helda 
special meeting yesterday morning to consider 
the merits of the new: Uleomargarine bill. 
George J. Brine, one of the acknowledged 
champions of the butterine crowd, introduced 
a resolution calling on President Cleveland to 
veto the b.ll. ‘This was hotly opposed by Vice- 
President James H. Milne, who contended that 
such action on a bill of this kind was entirely 
outside the sphere of the directors’ business. 
Only ten members were present during. the 
discussion, but Director Beebe stepped in as 
the vote was being taken,.which resulted in 
eight casting their ballots for the resolution, 
and three against. The vote. was as follows: 
For the resolution—President; Wright, and 
Messrs. Brine, Hately, Neeld, Rumsey, Bailey, 
Gregory, and Crocker; against—Vice-Presi- 
dent Milne, and Messrs. Beebe and Seaverns. 

In accordance witb the resolution the follow- 
ing telegram was sent to President Cleveland 
by President A. M. Wright: 

The Board of Directors of the Board of Trade 
of the City of Chicago, believing the so-called 
Oleomargarine bill which awaits :your signature 
to be & most mischievous and dangeronps ‘meas- 
ure, would respectfully ask that you. withhold 
your approval from the same. 

When the action of the directors became 
noised about among the members it came in 
for a good deal of caustic criticism. It was 
thougnt the directors would have profited by 
the seyere Criticism to which their previous 
butterine resolutions were subjected by: the 
association in May. This repetition of the ob- 
jectionable policy caused no little indignation, 
and not a lew members, who are opposed to 
the bill were just as loud in their denuncia- 
tion of the directors’ action as 
ardent believers in the butterine tax.’ The 
whole thing was looked upon as a_hole-and- 
corner scheme of the butterine clique to get 
the President's ear, and members pretty gen- 
erally felt that the directors had no right to 
use their official position in attempting thus 
to influence a measure of this kind. 

Vice-President Milne, when seen by a TRIB- 
UNE reporter, said: ‘**I can’t conceive in the 
least what prompted the President to call the 
meeting, forinmy judgment it was a matter 
with which the Board of Directors in their 
official capacity had nothmg whatever to do. 
It is calculated to misiead the. Presi@ent and 
others into believing that such action yoices 
the position of the association, whereas the 


association itself ~vas not only not consulted 


on the subject but knew nothing whatever of 
the proposed action of the directors, ahd se- 
verely criticised tne directors for their previ- 
ous action touching this bili. The teiegram to 
President Cleveland is by no m¢ans even the 
voice ot the directors, ag only ten—a 
bare quorum—were present, while the sub-

LONDON, July 31.—[New York Times’ Special

For telegraphic correspondence the 
Vatican makes use of a numeral cipher. 

At 1 o'clock the Pope dines and afterward 
be retires to his private room until the heat of 
the day js passed. Atop. m. Le repairs to the 
Vatican garden, where his carriage awaits 
bim. In the prettiest spot of the rarden there 
has lately been erected a kiosque in the castle 
style. There the Pope remains, some time 
taking coffee and other refreshments, sur- 
rounded by his intimate friends. The conver- 
sation runs on the topics of the day and on 
articles concerning the Pope or Papal politics 
that appear in Italian or foreign journals. At 
sunset the party breaks up and the Pope re- 
turns to the palace, his physicians having ad- 
vised him never to remain out of doors after 
sunset on account of the malaria which pre- 
vails in the valley below Monte Mario. 

At- about 9 o'clock, after praying on his 
knees for half an hour, his Holiness retires to 
bed. All of which is not bad for a man 78 
years old.

THE CHICAGO UNIVERSITY. 


A Maine Insurance Company Now Owns 
Absolutely This Seat of Learning—The 
$10,000 That Wasn't Raised—Various Proj- 
ects for the Future—What May Be Done. 
Yesterday was the last day for the redemp- 

tion of the property of the Chicago University 

under the foreclosure of its debt to the Union 

Mutual Life-lnsurance Company of Maine, 

and the property passed into the possession of 

the insurance company. Under the agree- 
ment between President De Witt on the part 
of the company and the Board of: Trustees of 
the institution last April the latter were given 
a year’s time on $290,000 of the indebtedness 
if they paid $10,000 of the amount fixed— 
$300,000—by Aug. 1. The Executive Comnilt- 
tee of the board was given charge of 
the raising of the funds, and ita 
members bave been for three months 
engaged in a strenuous effort to save the prop- 
erty. They have not met with the success 
they bud hoped for, and at the last meeting a 
week ago they bad secured but $2,700 of the 
reguired amount. Since then the members 
bave been at work by themselves, and as they 
have not had a meeting it is not known how 
much more hay been obtained. A meeting 
was to have beemheld yesterday, but owing to 
the absence of D. G. Hamilton, the Chairman, 
from the city it was pustponed until tomorrow. 
it is estimated by C. W. Needbam, the Presi- 
dent of the board, tha@ $5,000, or .but half the 
sum required to meet the contract with the 
insurance company, has been subscribed. 
What is to be done in tbis contingency was 
puzzling the few trustees remaining in town 
yesterday afternoon. If there was any 
assurance that the debt could = eventu- 
ally be met there is no doubt ‘a post- 
ponement would be made by the _  insur- 
ance company, which has little use for an in- 
stitution of learning. The proposition. of the 
President of the board to do away with the de- 
nominational character of the institution has 
met with a favorable response, and he 6ays 
$100,000 could be as easily raised if that feat- 
ure was Out of the way as $10,000 can be se- 
cured under the existing circumstances, but 
the change cannot be made, if at all, until the 
Legislature meets next winter and passes the 


*required bill allowing alterations in charters, 


and by that time the property wili be lost alto- 
gether to the university, unless the insurance 
company is extremely lenient in extending the 
time, 

For the present, so far as the insurance com- 
pany is concerned, nothing will be done, as 
Leonard Sweet and James L. High, its attor- 
neys in the case, are both out of town for an 
exteuded period. 

If the committee is so fortunate as to raise 
the $10,000 in time to satisfy the company it is 
claimed that much less difficulty will be met in 
securing the remaining $290,000. The former 
must, by the agreement, be donated outright, 
while a condition is attached to the subscrip- 
tions to the latter amount that they are not 
binding until the entiré $290,000 is pledged. 
The uncertainty ot raising the larger amount 
and the possibility ‘that subscriptions to the 
$10,000 first required would be tbrown away in 
anotber futile effort to save the property has 
been, it is said, the chief obstacle in the way 
of the committee and has caused most of the 
trouble.

| AN APPEAL TO BAYARD. 


GOV. IRELAND SEEKS TO SHAME THE 
SECRETARY INTO DOING HIS DUTY. 


The Outrageous Murder of a Naturalized 
American Citizen by Mexicans Used as a 
Text from Which to Prekch a Sermon — 
A Suggestion that Texas‘Can and Will 
Obtain Redress for Indignities Heaped 
Upon Her People—Manifestations of the 
Spirit of War. 

Austin, Tex., July .31.—Gov. Ireland, hav- 
ing been advised of the surrender and execu- 
tion of Francisco Arresures, an Americau nat- 
uralized citizen, telegraphed to E. D, Linn, the 
American Consul at Piedras Negras, for par- 
ticulars, and received the following reply: 

EAGLE PAss. July 30.—Francisco Arresures 
wus arrested by Deputy Sheriff Diaz at Eagle 
Pass, by order of Sheriff Oglesby, the night of the 
26th inst. He was handcuffed and in fifteen min- 
utes was delivered to Mexican officers across the 
Rio Grande River, 
he acted on a Warrant of County Judge Hoff- 
stetter, who says that Sherif? Oglesby persuad- 
ed him to sign the order for Arresures’ arrest 
and delivery, ‘There were no papers for his ar- 
rest from Mexico, except a letter from Mondra- 
zon, Captain of the State Rangers in Coahuila, 
who mude a general charge of horse-stealing 
wgainst Arresures. A protest against being de- 
livered to the Mexican officers was strongly made 
by Arresures, who insisted that he would be 
killed by Mondragon, his personal enemy. He 
appealed to me for protection the morning of 
July 27, and I at once demanded his return to 
Texas, on the ground of his being kidnaped, and

COL. BOLTON’S CASE, 


It Is Probable that the Alleged Defalcation 
Will Not Be as Large as Was at First 
Thought. 

There was nothing particularly new in the 
Post-Office defalcation case yesterday, except 
that Vol. Bolton is recovering from his pros- 
tration and will be around this week, In- 
spectors Bassett and Kidder are still out of 
town and no furtber examination has been 
made of the accounts. It is understood that a 


portion of the daily reports prior to Novem- 
ber, 1884, which were missing, bave been 
tound. District-Attorney Tuthiil has exam- 
ined the evidence submitted to him and is 
said to be of the opinion that there is’ a clear 
case against Col. Bolton. It is the impression, 
however, that the shortage will not be anything 
like what was at ilirst supposed, or 
as large as the iast guess of the 
inspectors—$15,000 or $20,000. While Col. 
Bolton handied between $300,000 and $400,000 
a year, the daily receipts very seldom went 
over $1,000, and it is claimed that he could not 
have appropriated much at a time without dis- 
covery. Thediscrepancy in the account of 
the Drovers’ Journal for six months is only 
$160. While about 170 papers, large ana small, 
pass through the office, it is conjectured that 
the Colonel confined his manipulations to 
those which sent in much mail, and that it will 
turn out that the accounts of nearly all are 
straight—that those of less than a dozen were 
tampered with. It is estimuted that the short-

A MURDERER’S DELUSION. 

The Firm Belief of a Wife-Slayer that the 
Picture of His Victim Was Indelibly 
Photographed on His Eye. 

New York, July 31.—jSpecial.|—A man 
with a wild expression in his eyes presented 
himself at the Eye and Ear Infirmary, a free 
institution, and took his turn among the score 
of others awaiting examination. Speed char- 
acterizes the preliminary work of the phy- 
scians here, and questioning is usually pre- 
ceded by mechanical tests of the vision. - In 
this case they revealed no defects in the eyes, 
and the doctor. asked the man what was the 
trouble. He calmly but earnestly said that 
there was indelibly impressed on the 
retinas of his eyes the vision of a 
woman being killed by himself. He wished tu 
have the sight removed by an operation, no 
matter if the destruction of his eyes was in- 
volved, because he had borne the infliction 
twelve years and feit that he could stand it no 
longer. ‘if you don’t do this for me,” he de- 
clared to Dr. Agnew, the consulting surgeon 
ol the infirmary, *‘I will punch out my. own 
eyes.”’ He narrated that in 1874 he murdered 
his wife. His name was Jobn. Furlong, and 
the crime was committed in Montreal. He 
was fixed in the belief that the view of the 
woman, as she looked when he had prostrated 
her on the floor and was striking her with an 
ax, was indelibly photographed in his eyes, 
and he had pienty of scientific theory, distort- 
ed yet ingenious, to explain the phenomenon. 
As he was evidently laboring under a mono- 
mania, be was sent to the Ward’s Island 
Asyium. It is learned that he did slay his wife, 
as described, and that, on his trial, he was ac- 
quitted on the ground of insanity.

WAY THE MARKET HOLDS UP, 
Aare tee 
A Broker's Observations on the Golden 
Opportunities Being Overlooked by the 
People Who Bewail Their Failure to In- 
vest in Real Property in the Early Days 
—Building Operations Continue to Keep 
the Architects Busy—What They Have 


Done During the Week. 

Dealers in real estate continue well pleased 
with the condition of the market, which 
showed as much animation during the last 
week as at any previous time this summier, 
and gave out no signs of growing less. The 
elevated railroad schemes that have threat- 
ened certain districts have mot carried much 
influenee with them for either good or bad so 
far as real estate was concerned, and there 
was no occasion for a particular flurry of any 
kind.

“You may say for me,” said a Dearborn 
street broker yesterday in response to an in- 
quiry respecting the condition of the -real- 
estate market. “that, while I did not ¢lose up 
as many trades as during some previous 
weeks, | never bave been busier in myitife. I 
teil you the condition of the market is phenom- 
enal, andi can’t account for it.

Is 
there any special feature in the market? No 
and yes. The inquiry for inside property con- 
tinues as gocd as ever, even with the solid 
moneyed men out of town, but there are few 
transactions for the reason that bolders are not 
anxious to sell; so you see that in that respect 
there is much activity, but very few substantial 
results. Then acre property is coming to 
the front in good shape, but the 
business is mostly in the shape 
of dickerings, owners holding their heads 
bigh and would-be purchasers not often seeing 
their way clear to the elevation at which tracts 
are held, although the trade in lots in outlying 
new subdivisions is excellent. Small inside 
building lots furnish the bulk of the trading 
as it appears on the Kecorder’s books, and 
good prices are the rule. We've had a warm 
day or two in Chicago, but I am satisfied to 
spend my vacation right here as long as things 
continue as they now are, which will most 
likely be until cold weather returns.” 

‘**Everry pow and then,’’ said another dealer 
who fotfrd time between customers to con- 
verse on general topics; ‘‘you hear people cal- 
culating how mucb they would now be worth 
if they had had the good judginent and fore- 
sight to invest the mouey’ they brought to Chi- 
cago in the early days in real estute, and then 
they bemoan their ill-luck. And in neariy 
every instance these same people are sitting 
idly by and permitting greater opportunities to 
escape them than were ever offered in the 
early days of the city. This of course is not 
true with respect to what is usually termed 
‘inside property’; but that lring outside the 
favored district 1s susceptible of even better 
results than bave already been attained. For 
instance: Just across the river from the 
central business district lies property that will 
eventually be as vaiuable as that is now that 
can be purchased for from $200 to $300 per foot. 
That it will increase in value is inevitable, as 
is shown by the rapid mwnmanner ip which the 
South Side north of Van Buren street bas been 
filled up with good buildings. This territory 
bas already been so fully occupied that it can- 
not be long before light manufacturing . and 
wholesale interests will seek the district to 
which .1 refer. Yet there is no special 
activity in that property. True, holders 
are not very anxious to sell at the 
present valuations, but considerable trading 
could be done at an advance in prices could 
capitalists see the wisdom of investing now: I 
am not enamored of the locality because I have 
That is what causes me 
to grieve. Il only mention this as an example 
of what may be done. All about Chicago, and 
in fact within the limits, is property that is 
positively begging in vain capitalists to invest 
in it. Yet, with the rapid trausit which must 
surely.soon come tothe relief of the outlying 
districts, this property will advance as much as 
any in the weil-built portions of the city has 
done. 1 don’t want you to think that I am 
complaining of the condition of the real-estate 
market, for lam not; it is too good to be the 
subject of complaint. But Ido want to pre- 
dict that many people whom past experience 


should bave taught wisdom are losing a golden 


opportunity by not investing in Chicago real 
estate, which is in better sbape for improve- 
ment now than it bas ever been within the 
city’s history.’’

A VIRTUAL CONFESSION OF GUILT. 

The opening speech for the defense in the 
Anarchists’ trial yesterday was a virtual con- 
fession of guilt on the part of the defendants. 
It was not tenied by Attorney Salomon that 
seven of the indicted parties had counseled 
the use of dynamite for the subversion of 
social order. The only defense made for the 
prisoners, except Neebe, was that they were 
not technically guilty of being accessories to 
the murder of Mathias J. Degan, as charged 
in the indictment, the contention being that 
it should first be shown that a principal was 
guilty of the murder before the accessories 
could be held for the same. With this pur- 
pose in view the defense will concentrate all 
their foree to break down the testimony of 
the witness Gilmer by impeaching his char- 
acter and proving him to be ‘‘a professional 
‘*and constitutional liar.’”’ His evidence would 
establish the guilt of Schnaubelt, Fischer, 
and Spies as principals. If that were done 
it would bea foregone conclusion that Fielden, 
Parsons, Lingg, Engel, Schwab, and perhaps 
Neebe would be convicted as accessories 
even on the interpretation of the law as given 
by the prisoners’ attorney. That interpreta- 
tion, however, is strained in behalf of the 
prisoners, and is clearly in conflict with the 
ruling of Judge Gary made on the occasion 
of the examination of the informer Waller. 
Mr. Salomon maintains that a specific mur- 
der must be proved as having been contem- 
plated by the conspirators before any of them 
can be held as accessories. Judge Gary 
holds that if violence for any unlawful object 
resulted in death those who organized the 
violence are guilty of murder. Judge Gary 
reiterated this view yesterday in deciding 
the motion to instruct the jury to acquit 
Neebe.

For this is the first 
great ground-swell of universal human society 
coming at last to consciousness of itself. 

Of course it is impossible to assert what 
the reverend writer was thinking about when 
he penned those sentences, but they mean, if 
they have any meaning at all, that. American 
civilization is retrograding upon a_ broad 
highway to savagery and chaos. 

It is well that the answer to such _per- 
nicidus maundering comes as promptiy as it 
does. Only twenty pages further on, be- 
tween the same covers, is Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie’s careful and thoughtful compila- 
tion of cool facts and figures and lucid 
presentation of sound, practical ideas, com- 
pletely rebutting the Socialistic sermon of 
the theorist.

The latter is very scarce ang a cood many 
erders cannot be filled. Woodcock, plover, 
and snipe are the only varicties on sale. 
Prairie chickens wfil not come on the market 
before the 15th inst.. with ducks and partridges 
to follow Sept. 1. It is estimated chat the Far 
West salmon pack will be short 200,000 cases 
as compared with Jast year. Most of the pack 
_bas been purchased for the East. The mack- 
“erel catch along the coast of Prince Edward 
Isiand bas becn quite large up to cate. Amer- 
ican vessels are daily starting homeward with 

< full cargoes. A baby seal from Boston arrived 
in this city yesterday morning. It was con- 
Signed to one of the leading fish dealers and 
was alive when shipped, but from want of 
proper care died on the way. It weighed fifty 
pounds. Many of the displays of fruit pre- 
gented a very handsome appearance yestcr- 
day, and the odor from several of the luscious 
products created a strong desire to obtain a 
_tagte of their qualitiy. Delaware and Mary- 
jand peaches are late in arriving this year. 
Thoy received a set-back owing ap a cold 
pring. The crop is estimated at 2,518,670 
baskets. The reports from the Michigan fruit 
belt are too conflicting to arrive at any conclu- 
sion as to what the probabie peacn crop will 
be. It is said that they nave buils and bears in 
. that region while the orchard crops are in the 
~garket. The berry season is nearly over, and 
those who contempiate putting up blackber- 
‘ries, blueberries, etc., must do so within the 
- next ten days. 
 . Fresh meats are generaliy lower than a 
week ago, especially beef, and cured meats 
higher. There is a good reasonable demand. 
Hind quarters of spring Jamb costs 25 cents 
per pound, or $1.00 each, and fore quarter 22 
cents per potnd, or 75 cents each. Lamb 
chops range at 25 to 30 cents per pound. These 
are the prices of the leading butchers, but 
there are pienty of markets north, south, and 
west where these provisions are sold at much 
lower figures. The finest quality of roasting 
beef can be had at 18 cents per pound down to 
10 cents for a poor grade of meat. Porter- 
bouse roasts and steaks bring 20 to 22 centa, 
and second quality 14 to 16 cents per pound.

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THE LOST MAIL POUCH. 


The Careless. Postal Clerk Placed Heavily in 
Debt by His Negligence. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., July 31.—The postal clerk 
who receipted for maii-pouch Na 353, which is 
supposed to have been stolen between New 
York and Pittsburg, is Mr. Fiedler, not Ferald, 
aS previously stated. He is a Bohemian and 
lives .in Terre Haute, Ind. The pouct con- 
tained seventy-one registered packages, nearly 
ail of them from foreign countries. The 
amount lost may be only $10,000, or it may 
reach as high as the figures that were pub- 
lished, which put the value at $100,000. The 
inspectors bave told Fiedler that if the pouch 
is not received within a certain time he will 
have to pay for its contents: 

Terre Haute, Ind., July 31.—|Spectal.]— 
Frank Ferdler, the postal clerk who receipted 
for the missing registered-ietter pouch, tonight 
explained the manner in which the. through 
registered pouches are carried, and maintains 
that be ought not to be held responsible. 
These pouches are put in a stail in one of 
three cars at New York and are not opened 
until their arrival in St. Louis. His work 1s 
in the second car, and in the car 
in which the pouches are carried are 
two other clerks. When he receipied 
for the pouches at Pittsburg he had no oppor- 
tunity or time to go into the car and check off 
the pouches. It has never been the custom to 
do so, as there is not enough time during the 
stop at Pittsburg. The same is true at Indian- 
apolis, where the other clerks receipt to him, 
and on the Eastern trip the custom is the 
same, There bave been, be says, a number of 
instances where pouches have been miscarried 
by reason of wrong labels, but they always 
turned up soon afterward. He expresses the 
belief that, now that a month hus gone by, 
this pouch is gone for all time. On the trip 
when he discovered the pouch to be 
missing be reported to the Chief Clerk 
and supposed “tracers’’ bad been sent 
for it. In going into the for- 
ward car after leaving Pittsburg to 
check off his list he was Jomg something 
which bad not been customary and which in 
his thirteen months’ experience before being 
promoted to tne position of register clerk be 
had never seen done on this run.

The Strife Between the Worldly and Spir- 
itual Elements—A Man Who Is Willing to 
Have Amusements if It Will Make the 
Place Pay. 

The sanctity of Lake Bluff as the home 
of the Camp-Meeting Association, which was 
rudely broken by a sinful dance last week, 
apparentiy has gone for good. The spirit of 
worldliness is rife, and there is certain to bea 
clash when the stockholders in rhe Lake Bluff 
Improvement Company, which owns the botelis, 
again come together. It is ail owing to the 
ambitious p!ans of maragers of the company 
to make the Bluff a popular resort and 
to make the hotel pay. 
acres iving north of the Hotel Irving belon 
ing to the company was divided last spring pro- 
rata among the stockholders. Mr. Hobbs 
erected a number of cottages, which be suc- 
ceeded in selling as soon as built. (ther stock- 
bolders aiso built upon their lots, until some 
twenty cottages form asmali village north of 
the hotel. To the new residents the Bluff was 
simply a pleasure resort, and they did not 
tuke kindly tothe strict regulations imposed 
by the camp-meeting people. Their friends at 
the hotel sympathized in their grievances, and 
the dance was the first sign of open rebellion. 

Now, with the ice broken, they ure talking of 
ail kinds of rude shocks to the camp-meeting 
people, including most everything except a 
bar. . There ure many stockbolcers who are in 
favor of the liberu] movement, believing Lake 
Bluff is destined to become one or the popular 
resorts for Chicago people. They are opposed 
to continuing the alliance between the camp- 
meeting association and the hotei compant, 
and desire a complete divorce. Of these

G. Trusdeli, the 
Presiding Elder, J. R. Hovbs, and Mr. Pearce. 
The plat contained originally 211 acres, and the 
camp-meeting took an cven 100, leaving to the 
company 111 acres, eleven acres of which is 
about the botels. The company bas rever 
paid any dividends. This season, owing toa 
loosening of some of the bonds by a more |ib- 
eral management, the hotels have had a better 
patronage than bitherto.

It Includes a Bridge at Taylor Street and 

Various Other Things. 
A meeting of the property-owners and resi- 
dents of the West Side interested in the pro- 
posed Cross-Town Railway was held at Curran’s 
Hall last night, J. J. Curran presiding. Com- 


tricts interested to cbtain signatures to the 


following petition prior to the calling of a mass-. 
meeting of the Seventh Ward residents: 


To the Honorable the Mayor and the Common 
Council of the City of Chicago: The undersigned 
‘residents and taxpayers of the City of Chicago 
respectfully petition your honorable body to 
order the construction of a four-track or double 
bridge across the Chicago River at Taylor street, 
to be operated by steam, and to make an appro- 
priation of sufficient money to pay the cost there- 
of. Your petitioners respectfully call your atten- 
tion to the following facts and urge that this work 


be completed during the, year Iss7: The Com- 
mon Council has heretofore made appropri- 
ations for a bridge at this street, so 
that the policy of the city seems. to 
be declared in favor of this improvement. 


According to the last school census the total 
population of the city in Muay, 1566, Was 650,985 
ersons, of which number 361.931 resided in the 
West Division. or more than &) percent of the 
whole population—a city of itself larger than 
either Baltimore. Cincinnati, or St. Louis. The 
entire street-car systems of the West Side con- 
verge and cross the river by bridges located be- 
tween Harrison street and the main branch 
of the river. With two exceptions the 
freight depots of the several raiiroads com- 
municating with the great West are located 
in the West Division, as are also important 
passenger depots. The majority of the largest 
manufacturing establishments are located inthis 
This large population and these vast 
business interests are necessarily in daily and 
hourly communication with the other divisions of 
the city, and at whatever cost or inconvenience 
this communication must be kept up. The 
postal-service, the general teaming interest, the 
express and omnibus lines, as also private con- 
veyances of all kinds, now suffer great -pecuniary 


loss by reason of the insufficient means of 
crossing the river. A bridge constructed at 
Taylor street would provide a means of 


communication from the West Side toa point 
adjacent to that portion of the South Side con- 
taining the large wholesale and retail houses, the 
Board of Trade, the Post-Office, the Custom- 
House, and large office and hotel buildings, and 
while it would be available tosall kinds of traf- 
fic. would be a favorit route for carriages and 
vehicles. . | 
The committee appointed to obtain signa- 
tures to the petigon will report next Saetur- 
day evening, when the next meeting will be 
held. About $8,000 additional stock was sub- 
scribed.

CAUGHT IN A DEATHFRAP. 


PERSONS DROWNED JUST OFF 
SANDY HOOK LIGHT. 


A Schooner Yacht with a Philadelphia 
Pleasure Party on Board Upset by a 
Squall and Seven Persons Imprisoned in 
the Cabin Are Smothered or Drowned— 
The Nine Survivors Cling to the Wreck 
Until Rescued—The Storm at Rockaway 
Beach. 

New York, July 31.—[Special.]—At Atlantic 
City about a month ago Miss Mamie Stevens 
suggested to Marcus 8S. Bulkley, a friend, that 
it would be a jolly lark for them to get up a 
party, hire a sailing-yacht, and go off fora 
two weeks’ cruise. Mr. Bulkley was pleased 
with the idea, anc when he went back to Phila- 
delphia, where be and Miss Stevens both lived, 
he arranged for such a party and got the mein- 
bers together. There were first, as a chaperon, 
Mrs. T. Hood Stevens, wife of the 
manager of the Mutual Aid Union 
and Beneficial Association; Miss Mamie F. 
Stevens, her daughter; Mrs. Henry Askine, 
aiso adaughter of wsirs. Stevens; Miss Bessie 
Merritt, Miss Emma Merritt, her sister; Miss 
Maud Retterd; Mr. Aifred Potter of No. 260 
‘South Ninth street, Frank W. Hall of No. 2133 
Spring Garden street, Chester Clark of West 
Philadelphia, Zeph W. Jordan of No. 804 North 
Twentieth street, and Mr. Buckley of No. 
1915 Spring Garden street Mr. Buckley 
next founa Capt. Edward C. Ruland of the 
schooner Sarah C. Craig and struck a bargain 
with the Captain by which he was toreceive $14 
a day for ten days for the services of Himseit 
and two men and the use of the boat, which 
was to make a coasting trip to New York, and 
from there to Fire Island. Early last Tuesday 
morning the party started, and Wednesday 
morning got to Cape May. They staid there 
for a few bours only, and then went on their

Thursday morning. By daylight Friday morn- 
ing the littie vessel was under way again 
beaded for Sandy Hook. The sail was a de- 
‘lightful one, until about 5:30 o’clock in the 
evening, by which time they were within a 
mile of Sandy Hook, when it became suddenly 
caim—not a breath of air stirred the tlopping 
sails. : 

One of the young ladies—the whole party 
was on deck—suggested that they take advan- 
tage of the absence of motion on board the 
boat and have supper on deck. Hardly bad 
that meal been disposed of when it began to 
rain, and all but two of the ladies went below 
accompanied by all of the gentlemen. A regu- 
lar thunder-storm came up, and the remaining 
two ladies went down to the cabin. Then it 
began. to lightnen, and thunder, and biow. 
The Captain began sbortening sail. As his 
men started in tolower the jib—the mainsail 
was still up—the wind struck his vessel. 


It filled the jib and the men found 
it impossible to budge it. The littie 
boat lurched over, and the gentlemen 


passengers came up the companion-way to see 
what was the matter. As they filed up on deck 
a terrific squall came. When it struck the 
Sarab Craig quicker than afiash she turned 
over On ber starboard side and lay with her 
masts resting on the water. The men on deck 
were plunged into the sea, which, under tbe 
force of the wind blowing seventy-two miles 
| an hour, was seething and boiling iike a cal- 


dron; but they managed to catch hold 
of various parts of the rigging and 
made their perilous way to 4 
point about midships. There a _ hatch- 


combing standing up trom tbe deck made a 
kind of a tloor, upon which they stood breast- 
deep in the water, clinging for life to the out- 
side guard-rail. Chester Clark was caught in 
the water-filled cabin. So were the six ladies. 
AS tue nine men—the four passengers, their 
two colored servants, the Captain, and two 
sailors—stood on the perilous perch the few 
drops of rain changed to hail, and the hail- 
stones, at first but few. grew in size and num- 
ber, and in a few minutes it seemed to 
them as it the. beavens bad opened their 
batteries and were firing leaden bails at them. 
The storm was furious. And ail the time 
the muffled cries wom ithe submerged 
cabin sounded horriby in their ears. An at- 


schooner, but it was fruitiess. They might as 
well bave beaten against an iron wall. Theo 
they tried to get in the companion way to bring 
out their friends. That attempt was equally 
futile, For thirty minutes the squall lasted, 
then only to iulla little and start afresh. In 
an hour from the first biow everything was 
over and the sky was clear and the water 
smooth. , 

A piiot-boat came near during the squall 
and took off one man, the mate of the 
schooner. Tnen the tug William Cramp came 
up, and, making fasta line, endeavored to right 
the capsized vessel, but the rope parted. An- 
other tug—the Haviland—came up, and the 
steward and two sailors and the Captain of the 
Craig were takep on board. Then the Cramp 
came up and took off the remaining three men. 
They were completely exhausted, At the time 
of the eecident the yacht was a mile from shore 
east of the point. The strong ebb tide had 
been drifting beraway. The Haviland’s Captain 
made a line fast to her topmast and with little 
strain kepthber steady. They all knew that the 
unfortunate creatures on board were dead, and 
their only object was toget to shallow water 
to partially right the vacht and get the bodies. 
On account of the strong tide and the insecuri- 
ty of the mast, which prevented much power 
being used, this was not accomplisbed 
until about sunrise this morning, when the 
yacbt was towed aground about 100 yards from 
the Government dock at Sandy Hook. When 
the schooner was towed aground the body 
of Mrs. Stevens floated out of the com- 
panionway. The Captain of’ the Haviland 
went down in the cabin and with a boathook 
fished out and brought up ali the terribly dis- 
figured bodies except that of Miss Bessie Mer- 
ritt. That one could not be found, and it is 
supposed that it was washed out of tbe cabin 
and jost on the passage to shallow water. 

Tae survivors are all young men, and all 
Philadelphia business-men. Mr. Potter is pay- 
ing teller in the Commonwealth Bank. Mr. 
Bulkley is of the tirm of Southworth, Bulkiey 
-& Co., wholesale paper dealers at Nos. 27 and 
29 South Seventd street. Mr. Hallis of Louis 
F. Hall & Sons, dry goods, at No. 26 South Sec- 
ond street. Mr. Jordan is manager of the Gi- 
rard Life & Trust Company. Unfvurtunate Mr. 
Clark, the only gentieman of the party who 
was drowned, was connected with the Penn- 
sy'vania Railroad Company. 

The ladiesinthe party were vrominent in 
soviety in Philadeiphia. Mrs. Stevens was 55 
years old and iived at No. 1933 Judson piace. 


Her two daugbters, who !ived with ber, Miss 
Mamie and Mrs. Askin, were 21 and 24 
years oid, respectively, and Mrs. Askin’s 


husband is manager of the Wilmington 
Opera-House. Miss Emma Merritt was only 17 
and ler sister Bessie 18, and they both lived at 
No. 861 North Twentieth street. Miss Retten 
was l7 and lived at No. 1307 North Twelfth 
street. -The party were of one **set’’ and bad 
frequently made little excursions together. It 
was said that Mr. Clark wus engaged to be 
married to Miss Bessie Merritt. When his body 
was found a little gold bracelet, borrowed 
Thursday from Miss Merritt, was clasped abeut 
his wrist. Mrs. Askin bad been married only 
about tbree months, and ber busband and 
ber father, Mr. Stevens, were to bave met 
them and joined them on the trip Jast nigbt at 
Bay Ridge. This afternoon the bodies were 
placed in the baggage-car of the Long Branch 
train and, attended by the beart-broken young 
men, were taken to Undertaker Barremore's 
piace in that town. They will be taken to 
Philadelphia after the inquest is heid. 

The Blow at Rockaway. 
During the storm yesterday afternoon two 
unknown sioops lying at anchor io Jamaica 
Bay were capsized. No one was aboard of 
them. A large portion of the railing and 
awning-frames of the iron pier at. Rock- 
away Beach was carried away and 
tho structure ‘was otnerwise dam- 
aged. The loss will probably amount to 
$1,000. Mr. and Mrs. Sbannon of Brooklyn 
narrowly escaped being blown from the pier. 
They were saved witb difficulty. The 7:15 
train on the New York, Wood Haven & Rock- 
away Railroad was crossing the trestle over 
Jamaica Bay when the stcrm came up and was 
almost blown from the track. The passengers 
were demoralized for several minutes, and the 
excitement was intensified by the bowsprit of 
an unknown schooner which bad been driven. 
from her anchorage running between twocars, 
dome considerabie damage. The schooner’s 
bowsprit was broken off. Water was blown 
over the trestle and into the cars. it was the 
worst storm ever known there.

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GUINEA AGAIN. 


The Superintendent of Calvary Makes An- 
other Scene—Shooting into a Crowd. 

‘There was another scene in Calvary Ceme- 
tery yesterday, occasioned, itis alleged, by the 
too-exacting and’ overbearing conduct of 
Superintendent Guinea. The parties directly 
interested’ in the ‘“misunderstandmg” are 
Capt. Dan Gleason and Guinea. It seems that 
afew days ago a childe Of Capt. Gleason's 
brother died in Michigan and the body was 
brought here for interment. Capt. Gleason 
has alot in Calvary Cemetery, in which are 
buried the remains of his mother, son, and. the 
brother, who was the father of this child. 
His sister also has 28 lot, but she 
wished to bury the child's remains in the 
Captain’s !ot beside its father. The little fu- 
neral arrived at the cemetery yesterday after- 
noon and proceeded towards the Gleason 1tam- 
ily lot. The party was met in the main avenue

son's deed of the lot. The Captain was sur- 
prised, hecause Guinea had been personally ac- 
quainted with him for years and knew that 
Gleason’s mother and brother were buried in 
the lot in question. Capt. Gleason explained 
that when his own child was buried last 
November he handed the deed to a brother to 
make the necessary arrangements, and that 


the paper had been misiaid. Guinea 
declared that the body should not 
be buried in the lot until the 


deed was submitted to him, even though the 
Captain gave the number of the lot, block, ete. 
The Captain said last night: ‘Stung by his 
wanton and crue! action in the presence of the 
dead body of the child and my friends, I iost 
control of my temper and spoke harshly, but 
apologized for it and begged him to allow me 
the right that justly velonged to me. I started 
to Move on with the hearse to the lot, and 
Guinea stopped me. My friends intervened, 
and Guinea grew more insulting. He finally 
brought a gang of his special police to run our 
party out of the cemetery. This was too much. 
and I warned the specials that if they dared 
lay a band on us they would get the worst of 
it. They didn’t interfere. Then Guinea fairly ~ 
.danced with rage and grew more abusive.

BIG BALTIMORE FAILURE, 


William J.' Hooper & Son, Twine Manu- 
facturers, File a Trust-Deed for the Bene- 
fit of Their Creditors—The Liabilities Ex. 
ceeded by the Assets. 

BALTIMORE, Md., July 31.—[Special.|—Com- 
mercial and manufacturing circies here were 
greatly surprised today by the announcement 
that the firm of William J. Hooper & Son had 
filed adeed of trust in the Superior Court for 
the benefit of creditors. The firm is composed 
of William J. H6oper,ason of the late Will- 
iam E. Hooper, the noted cotton-duck manu- 
facturer and proprietor of the Woodberry 
Mills, and Frank B. Hooper, a son of William 
J. No bond was filed by tbe trustees, Thomas 
M. Lanahan and James A. Gary. The firm 
is extensively engaged in the manufact- 
ure of seine twine, netting, etc. Mr. 
William J. Hooper was, up to Jan, 1, 1883, 
a member of the old firm of W. E. Hooper & 
Sons, which was established by Wiiliam E. 
Hooper, the first and most extensive manu- 
facturer of cotton duck in the -United States. 
The sons, with the exception of William J.,, 
Still conduct the Woodberry mill near Balti- 
more. There is no connection between the 
two concerns, William J, baving drawn en- 
tirely out of tne old firm to start the manu- 
facture of seine twine. William J. Hooper and 
son have been doing business under the style 
of the Baltimore Twine & Net Companys. 
About two years ago Mr. William J. Hooper 
bought a large property at Mountain Island, 
Gaston County, N. C., and established a 
large factory there. He employs 500 or 
600 operatives, and has been doing much to 
deveiop that portion of North Carolina, hav- 
ing settied a thriving littie milling town. He 
bas also a large warehouse bere, where he 
carries on the manufacture of twine and em- 
ploys a large number of bands. 

The exact cause of the failure is not known. 
Mr. Hooper is engaged not only in the mill- 
ing business put is President of the Heraid 
Publishing Company and almost sole owner of 
that paper. ‘The /ieraid is the one-cent paper 
of Baltimore. Since Mr. Hooper purchased it 
for about $125,000 five years ago, he bas put 
some $75.000 or $100,000 in the improvement of 
the plant. A rough estimate places the assets 
at $500.000, and the liabilities from $125,000 to 
$175,000. Mr. Hooper is one of the most promi- 
nent Republicans in Maryland, and in 1879 was 
& candidate for Mayor. He bas served in the 
City Council, ana occupied May posiuons of 
prominence in his party. The assignment 
does not effect the Herald newspaper.

THE LAW AND THE PRESS. 


ANARCHISTIC SYMPATHIZERS ABUSE 
THE NEWSPAPERS, 


Dr. Schmidt Cries Out for the Code in 
America that He May “Defend Him- 
self” Against Slanderous Editors—The 
Ballot or Blood ?—Resolutions Adopted 
Asking Leniency ior Spies et Al. in the 
Reports of the Trial. 

About 600 persons, fifty of whom were wom- 
en, assembied in Aurora Turner-Hail, corner 
of West Huron street and Milwaukee avenue, 
last night to bear Dr. Emil Schmidt and others 
discuss **imw aud the Press.’” The supposi- 
tion was that the meeting would prove a very 
bloodthirsty one, but nothing could have been 
further trom the mark, as the speeches were 
excepuonali¥ moderate, and there was little ip 


them to excite the enthusiasm of the crowd. 


The room was Very warm, and as the crowd 
was not a fashionable one a great many took 
off their coats. got out their short clay 
pipes, and made themselves comfortable. 
Some half dozen officers in citizen’s clothes 
were scattered through the room, but as far as 
having anything to do was concerned they 
might as well bave remained away. There 
were no officers in uniform present. Taking it 
all in all, .t is doubtful if amore orderly crowd 
of like pumbers ever assembled in the city. 
There were several speakers advertised to de- 
liver addresses, but Dr. Schmidt was the only 
one to put in an appearance. Those who aid 
speak were small guns oratorically, and conse- 
quently could not hold the crowd, which began 
thinning out as soon as Dr. Schmidt bad fin- 
ished. 

The meeting was called to order by L. Zeller, 
and A. E. Stevens, who was elected the En- 
glish Chairman, said the object was to protest 


against the malicious misrepresentation of the « 


press in regard to the trial in the Criminal 
Court, and endeavor to show to the public that 
the people were not cowed; that they were 
determined and meant to stand for their rights 
whether the press was with them or not; that 
they proposed to take measures now and bere- 
after to protest everywhere when liverty was 
assailed as it had been. They did not propose 
to be cowed because the press said * Anarcb- 
ists and murderers,’’ but proposed to stand on 
the platform of iiberty and demand justice 
still, and not be bullied by police or press. 
|Applause.| In this city decisions had been 
made by illustrious Judges that a riot was just 


as much a riot whether led by wmen 
in plue coats and brass buttons 
or not. They proposed tosee that justice was 


done to the men who were now *‘in tbe posi- 
tion they were,’’ in so faras the law would 


against their being ra:iroaded to the gallows 
by malicious lies or bought testimony. It 
would be shown that some of the best witnesses 
were meu of loose churacter, . and that there 
was a conspiracy—" a conspiracy to hang theee 
men, right or wrong.’’ The press bad hinted 
that everybody connected with the labor 
movement was tinctured with Anarchism. THE 
TRIBUNE bud said that certain _ military forces 
—the Lehr and Wehr Verein—should be dis- 
banded. He had nothing tu say against that. 
He would like to see all other mulitary organ- 
izations disbandedtoo. |Applause,| The same 
paper also said there was no uecessity for the 
citizens of this country to arm—that the law 
was sufficient for them; but spoke of a pro- 
tective organization for capitalists, so they 
could foliow atter the Socialists. 

Iu made ail the difference whose ox was go- 
ing to be gored. The paper bud some encour- 
agement for the capitalists who were armed, 
but none for armed labourers. He didn’t be- 
lieve it was necessary to arm, but he believed 
it was necessary for them to arm themselves 
with that Americana right, the baliot, and let it 
be seen that they could use that justly, fairly, 
and efficiently. That was their greatest weap- 
on, and they should remember that there were 
men to be elected in the fall and spring. That 
was the main business now. If the law failed 
them on the ballot it would be time to talk 
about something elise. The ballot was tae 
great weapon for men to use in this country. 
The meeting bad been called by the Central 
Labor Union, and he hoped it would be digni- 
fied, and respectful, and determined. Other 
meetings would be held and protests long and 
loud made against the ruflianism of the press. 
Dr. Schmidt Wants to ‘“ Defend Himself.’’ 

Dr. Ernst Schmidt was then iutroduced and 
greeteG with applause. He spoke in German 
about as follows: Whoever reads the pro- 
ceedings givenin the papers, which were sup- 
posed to bavetaken place in the Turner-Hall 
on West Twelfth street last Monday, would 
have been unable to determine what was suid, 
because froma. these articies one could not 
learn what any One said on the great question 
ot the times.

Tue Tribune and 
another morping paper both claimed that Mr. 
Schilling and | applauded the act on the hay- 
market and that we had no honor. ‘In France 
one cun defend bimself against such attacks 
with weapons, buf in this country papers can 
publish the meanest lies and should one reply 
to them che next day more lies are published. 
One cannot ask for a personal explana- 
tion, although, old as Lam | would persounal- 
ly like to defend myself. Americans, 
good easy souls, believe everything pubiished 
in their papers, and as long as we have no pa- 
pers of our own we have to permit tbem to 
throw their lies iu our faces. 

I neither can applaud nor defend such an 
act [tne haymarket affair], because ail such 
things damage workingmen a great deal miore 
than they; can help them, and I bave always 
said so. In all great movements there are al- 
ways some hot-headed persons who try to ac- 
ecomplishb in one day what it should require 
years to accompiliso. No witness can be found 
who either saw the bomb thrown or who asked 
to bave it thrown. A man who knocks me 
down and takes my money and watch is given 
a fair trial, but these accused for four weeks 
found no one who would interest himself in 
their behalf to see that they had a fair trial. 
They are allpoor men. When it became nec- 
essary to secure funds for the trial some one 
bad to come forward, I offered my came and 
took upon myself the batred and enmity per- 
taining to such a position. [Great applause. | 

lcan only defend my course ina public 
speech. Witnesses fed at public expense four 
weeks were asked: ‘** Don't you remember of 
seeing Dr. Schmidt at that meeting?’

Chairman Stevens said he was glad to see 
one statement in a newspaper—*The Jay 
Goulds. are worse than Anarchists and were 
responsible for Most, Spies, aud otbers of their 
ilk.’

WALKS BACK TO PKISON,

Evansville’s Escaped Insurance Juggler Ke- 
turns to Serve the Remainder of His Sen- 
tence. 

EVANSVILLB, Ind., July. 31.—/Special.]—A 
report was received here this atternoon that 
Julius A. Coleman would arrive tomorrow to 
surrender himself to the authorities. A pri- 
vate dispatch to-night, bowever, says Coleman 
surrendered himself today to Gov. Gray and is 
onthe way to Jeffersonville penitentiary to 
serve out the seventeen months remaining of 
his sentence. Coleman came tothbis city from 
Henderson, Ky., in 1874, and soon established 
bimself as one of the most successtul members 
of the Evansviile bar. He was an Odd-Fellow, 
and wis treacurer of that organization in this 


city iIn 1878, when funds amounting to 
$25. 000 belonging to the lodge—pro- 
ceeds of a lottery for the purpose 


of paying a debt on the building—were stolen 
from the safe in Coleman’s office. Suspicion 
pointed strongly to bim, but he in some mai- 
per escaped conviction. In 1881 he arranged a 
plan to defraud an insurance company by in- 
suring the iifeof ahalf-witted young man 
numed Charley Lucas for $49,000, the policy 
being made payable to Coleman. He took 
three others named John McCourt, George 
LU pfield, and Charies Richardson into his conofi- 
dence,and arranged with them to aid bim in 
carrying out his plans. Richardson wes to ac- 
company Lucas on atrausfer steamer to Hend- 
erson, and the latter was to fall overboard 
at a point’ where Upfield and McCourt 
were to have a,fire on the bank as the signal 
where to go overboard. When the time came 
for Lucas to act bis courage failed him. He 
secreted himself ina barge. On his arrival in 
this city he was taken to a vacant house, where 
he was secreted afew days. The particulars 
leaked out. Coleman was arresied, convicted, 
and sentenced to the penitentiary for two 
years, but made his escape aiter serving seven 
months and went to Canada. It is said bis 
wite induced him to return to serve out the 
rewainder of the sentence.

A CORPSE TURNED 10 STONE, 


The Body of a Woman Who Died Fourteen 
Years Ago Exhumed in a State of Perfect 
Petrifaction,

of a Miss Fuiton, who died fourteen years ago.

It was not until Thielen bad dis- 
closed the real inwardness of the conspiracy, 
the “Ypsilon” cali and the **Ruhe”’ signal, 
that the hard work actually commenced. How 
Sebhack and his six men earried it through 
will not be fully known until the great bateu 
of conspirators are piuced on trial—if they 
ever are. But in view of the meagre woik 
of-the regular city detective department 
enough has been shown to indicate that 
Scheack and his men can bardly get too much 
credit. And if they had been looking for Par- 
sons it is more than probable he would not 
bave had a chance of voluntarily giving him- 
self up as he did, but would have been brought 
in a prisoner like the rest.

Honor send the jury out of the court-room for 
a little while, as we want to present some mo- 
tions that we do not want them to hear?’ 

The court—I know it bas been done in this 
city, but—— 

Mr. Zeisler—It is a motion whjch directs 
itself to your Honor. 

The court—I kvow that all the _ proceedings 
in court are directed to the court, but there is 
no authority for sending the jury out other 
than the faci that it bas been sometimes done 
in this city. Itis the practice in 
courts, but is never done in the English courts. 

Mr. Zeisler—But your Honor will admit it is 
a practice which prevails here. 

The court—lLt is occasionally done here, yet I 
never consent to it. | have sometimes said 
things to counsel outside of tne presence of 
the jury because what I say to counscl of my 
own motion isa different thing, but 
never sent a jury out because of any proceed- 
ing in the Cause. 

Mr. Zeisier—I know the practice prevails in 
civil courts; I do not know about bow it is in 
criminal courts. ; 

The court—There is no precedent for it in 
established practice. It is done occasionally 
in this city. 

Mr. Zeisler—But it is in your Honor’s discre- 
tion. 

The court—I think it is a vicious practice 
that any of the proceedings of a cause should 
be by splitting up the court. / shall not send 
out the jury. F 

Capt. Black—The mo-

Mr. Salomon—lIf tbe

OSCAR NEEBE. mainly to — establish 
what may be called a conspiracy, and sup- 
posing these defendants to have been tried for 
conspiracy. None of the evidence here, how- 
ever, in any manner sufficiently identifies Mr. 
Neebe with any overt act that was either 
contemplated to be done or that has 
been done by these defendants. The 
only evidence offered here to show 
that Mr. Neebe has any connection in any 
manner with anything that has been done or 
spoken of in this case is that he distributed a 
circular Monday night, May 3—that is, that he 
gave owe to Mr.. Heine, a, saloonkeéeper. The 
other evidence, so far as it affects Mr. Neebe, 
and as [now remember it, is, that there were 
found a gun, a pistol, anda sword at Neebe's 
house, and that be was seen at a basket- 
fhakers’ meeting, where they were organized. 
Now. what connection can that possibly bave 
for this jury to even so much as infer that he 

has been guilty of avy improper act? 

The court—I differ from you as to your pre- 
mises, Mr. Salomon. 

Mr. Salomon—lI can recail now, and the 
counsel associated with me can recail,no other. 
There is some evidence also tending to show 
that he was a member of the International 
Workingmen’s Association. at a time when, as 
the witness Heinemann testified, he was aiso 
amember. But if vour Honor remembers, the 
witness Heinemann also said that that group 
to which they belonged had long since been 
dissolved. 

The court—If you wantto argue the queés- 
tion to me, | suppose I ought tocall your at- 
tention to other circumstances, but I don't 
know that you want me to do it. 

Mr. Salomon—!I certainly wish your Houor'’s 
directaon if 1 omit to state anytbing. 

The court—There are other things. I won't 
repeat them, bowever, unless you want me to 
ecail your attention to the things that are in my) 
mind, so that you may argue the matter to me. 

Mr. Salomon—lIam satisfied if your Honor 
wiil state them. 

The court—There is testimony trom which 
the State will be permitted to urge upon tl6s 
jury that he presided at meetings at which 
some of these speectes were made urging the 
killing of people. 

Mr. Zeisier—There is no evidence, only in 
the Arbetter-Zeitung what pretends to be re- 
ports of such meetings. 

The court—lIs there not evidence in the casé 
from which the State wil! be permitted to urge 
upon the jury that he, without being an active 
man in the Arbriter-Zeitung, yet was interested 
in 1t and it was published with his codperation 
and consent? 

Capt. Black—No, sir. 

The couri—And that, therefore, what was 
contained in it received his assent? 

Capt. Black—He is not connected directly or 
indirectly with the management in any way 
whatever until after the acts charged in the 
indictment. 

The court—What inference can they urge 
upon this jury trom the testimony that when 
the officers went there and asked who was in 
charge he replied that he supposed be was in 
the absence of Spies and Schwab? 


Capt. Black—He might have some property 7 


interest in the association. 

Mr. Salomon—Not even that. 

Capt. Biack—And he is not guilty of what 
the paper may have done. 


Mr. Salomon—He was there at the request. 


of the parties, as a friendly act: in fact, show- 
ing that he was interested in no otber enmanner 
than as a friend to take care of their property 
in their absence— a mere watching of it. 

The court—What is the inference is not for 
me: it is for the jury. 

Mr. Salomon—That is-very true, if there is 
anything from which an inference can be made. 
Of course, we realize that if there is any evi- 
dence to show a connection it is for the jury 
to suy, what that is. 

The court—I do not remember that any wit- 
ness has stated Neebe’s presence at any of the 
meetings in any. character as a presiding offi- 
cer. 

Mr. Zeisier—Not a single one. 

Mr. Ingham—He bas been shown to be pres- 
ent on the Lake-Front. 

Mr. Zeisler—Not a single one where he was 
the presiding officer; and you know you ought 
to enter a nolle prosequi. 

Mr. Grinnell—Then you leave it to us, and 
don't bother the court any more about it. 

The !court—Going over all the testimony to 
sec whether there is enough in it or not to 
draw any inference aguinat him would be a 
laborious task; but of course I don’t remem- 
ber what has been testified to daring the whoie 
two weeks, 

Mr. Satomon—No, your Honor: but what |! 
wish to direct your Honor’s attention to spe- 
cially is that there is absolutely no evidence to 
show any connection whatever of him witn 
what they may have contemplated: and if 
there is nv evidence there is no case bere to go 
to the jury. If there 1s evidence tor the jury 
to come to a conciusion, whutever that may 
be, we say that Mr. Neebe should not goto 
this jury. That is especially amatter for the 
court, 

The court—I disagree with you, Mr. Salo- 
mon. 

Capt. Black—The rule of the Supreme Court

Not a thing, any more than the reporters who 
came here and said they attended the Sociai- 
istic mectings. If Oscar Neebe is convicted in 
this case, he ig convicted because be is a So- 
cialist, and for no other reasou under Heaven. 
I defy any man, from the record ‘in this cake, 
to Show One solitary act of Oscar Neebe by 
which it could be inferred—not that it could 
be proved beyond a reasonable doubt, but 
from which an inference could be gathered 
that hein any way. knew what was to occur at 
the haymarket meeting, or participated in ir, 
or was there. I: ig not true. No such testi- 
mony as that has been introduced. He was 
not at the haymarket. There is no testimony 
that he knew there was to be a meeting at the 
buymarket. What, then, did be do? When he 
read the circular that six of the laboring-men 
had been killed he was excited, as perhaps any 
laboring-man might be, and tice said: ‘** Perhaps 
the time will come when it-won't go that way,”’ 
or ** When it will go the other way,’’ meaning, 
perhaps, that the police would be killed 
instead of the laboring-men. It don't 
make any difference what he meant, 
that is what be suid; and from 
what he said your Honor must infer what the 
proper construction of the lunguage was. 
There is one otner thing. There was a red ftiag 
found at bis house. Of course, lam not per- 


‘ mitted now to tell about the character of that 


red flag, because the witness was not interro- 
gated in regard to the red ftiag, but | leave it 
just as the witness left it—that a red flag was 
found in his house. .Whatof it?

Mr. Salomon—On a preliminary examination, 
if your Honor was sitting as a Magistrate, | 
think your Honor wouid be in duty bound to 
discbarge him on evidence of this kind, with- 
out more evidence than has been produced 
against him on this trial. 

Mr. Zeisier—From the investigations which 
the State has made for the last three months 
in order to find evidence aguinst these defend- 
ants your Honor will notice that if 
there had been any evicence against 
Neebe it would have been dragged 
into this court. if during the last two 
or three yeers he had been guilty of a single 
act, they would have brought it before the 
jury. Whatis there against bim’ Nothing. 
He has not been at any of the conspiracy meet- 
ings which are in evidence here, nor in the 
meeting at Greif’s Hall Monday night; he was 
not present at the baymurket meeting. He is 
not shown to haye belonged to any armed or- 
ganization of this city or any other city.. The 
simp'e fact is that be was a member of the In- 
ternational Workingmen’s Association. There 
are 3,000, probably, of them if this city, and 
the object of the organization is to mect andto 
discuss labor questions. It has not been 
sbown that at a single meeting at which Mr. 
Neebe was present, the use of d) namite or the 
killing of anybody was advocated. There were 
read some reports in the Avrbeiler-Zritung ot 
meetings, not of the International Working 
Peopie’s Associution, or auy armed association, 
but of certain workingmen..He was at a meet- 
ing on the Lake-Front and presided. Of course, 
it was the object of the St@te’s Attorney jn the 
transiations of these reports in the papers to 
bring it home to the jury that he was there, 
but it is ilegitimate evidence, as your Honor 
knows. It is not shown by iegitimate evidence 
that he was present at any of these meet- 
ings. W hat Is there then against 
him?. If your Honor bolds_ that  be- 
cause he was a member olf the Interna- 
tional Workingmen'’s Association he is con- 
nected with the murder of the police, then 
your Honor bolds that every member of this 
association ought to be strung up for the huay- 
market meeting. Can that be common sense?’ 
is that evidence from which your Honor boids 
that the State's Attorney can urge the jury to 
find a verdict of guilty against him? Ido not 
believe itis. -It seems to ‘me that it is your 
Honor’s duty to instruct the jury tofind a 
verdict of not guilty against Mr. Oscur Neebe 
at this stage of the proceedings. 

The court—lI do not think I ought to inter- 
fere with the cuse at all. Whether he had any- 
thing todo with the dissemination of advice 
or committed wurder is a debatable question 
which the jury are to pass upon. 

Capt. Biack-—If your Honor please, I had ex- 
pected that. the representatives of the State 
might.say something; but, as your Honor 
saves them that trouble, you will perhaps ex- 
cuse ne—— 

The court—I do not see any need of replying 

to the court. it isa matter you are to debate 
to the jury and vot to me, whether there is any 
evidence from which the jury are to cometoa 
wonclusion that he gave his countenance and 
assistance to the dissemination of that sort of 
advice in public. Whether be did or notisa 
qucstion which I think belongs to the jury to 
decide, and not me, under al! the evidence. 

Capt. Black—Our position is 
not see that it hus been met by any suggestion 
on the part of your Honor and not by any sug- 
gestions on the part of the representatives of 
the State: That there is no evidence in this 
record upon which it can be legit’mately ar- 
wued that he bad any participation in anything 
which is sought to be charged against these 
defendants. That is: our position. Now, if 
eur position is correct, and if neither your 


Houor, sitting where yeu do now, nor the gen- — 


tlemen upon the other side, can put a finger 
upon a single item of evidence in this case 
tending to connect bim with any of the things 
which your Honor has beld it competent to 
prove as against the defendants generally.

Capt. Black—The State has not introduced 
any evidence sbowing his connection with the 
paper. They bave introduced evidence that 
after the riot of May 4, the morning of May 5, 
after Spies and Schwab had been arrested, 
after the composing foree of the office had 
been arrested, that Mr. Harrison, the chief of 
the Muncipal Government here, and certain 
detectives were in that building, and that one 
of the detectives asked, ** Who is in charge 
here?’ and his reply was that *‘in the absence 
of Spies ana Schwab’’—-they being locked up 
—**] suppose [ am.’ There is no evidence 
that prior to that be had anything to do with 
the publication of the paper. 

The court—There is evidence 
frequently there. 

Capt. Biack—so were the reporters there, 
and so hbave numerous other peopie been there; 
but it cannot be legitimately argued that they 
were responsible. It is not a case where fan- 
ciful constructions are to be put; UU is not a 
case in which imaginary possibilities are to be 
nilowed. It is acase at Jenst where the State 
upon its indictment is asking for a verdict of 
guilty against Neebe on 2 charge of murder, 
the murder of acertain man upon a certain 
occasion by certain means. Do they 
connect Neebe with that meeting, or 
with that man, or with the’ means?’ 
That is the question. Have theydone ity Can 
they do it by showing. that be wasa_ stock- 
holder in acertain paper which never men- 
tioned May 4, which never mentioned what 
took place, and the publication of which ter- 
minated liay 4? Tbe testimony ot the 
State shows that that mecting wags arranged 
for without reference to the Arhri' r-Zeitung 
-and not under its management, Your Honor, 
its seems tome, torgets that the mecting of 
May 4was arranged for ata mecting on the 
night of May 3. and the testimony shows 
affirmatively that Neebe wus not at that 
mecting of May 3; that he was not 
connected with tne body that assembled at 
that time; that he had no knowledge or notice 
of it and no connection with itof any hianner 
or description. May 4 the meeting is cailed, 
it is not pretended that he had uny knowledge 


of the calling of the mectipg. It aflirm- 
atively wuopears that he « S$ not at 
the meeting; that he spokWWof it to no 


one; that he had no relationsbip or con- 
nection with it- whatever. Now, this. citi- 
zen, taken out ot bis home, Who was quietly 
there the night of May 4, as the great body of 
the citizens of this city “were quietiy at 
their homes, ana he is caiied upon 
in ibis court—a court of justice!— 
to answertoacharge of murder upon this 
flimsy pretext. This is all there is of it, and |

challenge your Honor’s recollection and I chal- 
lenge the recollection of the sentiemen upon 
the other side, and [ challenge the record 
which is under their hand for a single thing 
beyond this point as connected with Neebe. It 
may be argued that he wus a_ triend of Spies. 
So were many others. It may bé argued that 
be spoke with Spies frequently. So did many 
others, including these newspaper reporters 
who bave been used upon the stand in pre- 
senting the case of the prosecution. The tact 
was a triend of _ this man 
or that man is not a fact from 
which it can be _ legitimately argued 
that he participated in the things which your 
Honor has allowed to ‘be proved here. Your 
Honor bas allowed to be proved that there were 
certain publications in the Arleiter-Zeilung. 
There is no evidence that he was connected 
with them, authorized them, sanctioned them, 
or approved them. There is no evidence that 
one dollar of bis money ever went into that 
business. There is no evidence that it was 
under his management, directly or indirectly. 
He was there from time to time, and that is all, 
and that is the testimony of Gruenhut. And 


Gruenhut was equally there. There is notany- | 


thing against oim that would not justify a jury 
in foding Gruenbut guilty. Mr. Gruenhut par- 
ticipated exactly as Neebe did. The only testi- 
mony against Neebe us having been present is 
that be was present at a meeting at which the 
eight-hour movement was discussed. It is in 
evidence beyond that that Neebe attended a 
basketmakers’ picnic, at which one of the wit- 
nesses was present. ‘It is in evidence that he 
was present in the audience at one of the 
mectings referred to, and that is all. As has 
been argued by Mr. Zeisler, the fact that it is 
stated in the paper that be was calied to 
preside does not prove the fact. Your 
Honor is too familiar with the  ~»bab- 
its of journalism to believe that 
statement. Your Honor knows how often 


you will pick up tbe daily paper and find that | 
a certain gentieman was present at a certain. | 


meeting as President or Vice-President, when 
pon investigation it is found he was not there. 
‘bis is not legitimate evidence to argue that 
he was there. But suppose that he was there; 
does that make him responsible for the utter- 
ances of that meeting? There is not a syliable 
from his lips in all that time in al] these years. 
Can the State call attention to one part of tbe 
testimony that brings one word from the lips 
of Oscar: Neebe favoring any of the matters 
which your Honor has permitted to be investi- 
gated here? 

Can they call attention to one stroke ot a 
pen ever made by Oscar Neebe touching any of 
.hese mutters that have been here produced? 
They sum up their attack on bim by producing 
a detective to swear that long after the occur- 
rence ol the 4th of May, upona search of bis 
house, in his absence, there was found asingie- 
barreled shotgun, a revolver,. substantially 
empty, an old sword, and.a red-tiag which is 
not in evidence. Now, that is all there is, 
fairly and candidiy. The record will be 
searcbed in vain for anythtig farther. Your 
Honor will cudgel your memory in vain to find 
anything farther. Would such arecord justify 
sueh aconviction? If not, your Honor isin duty 
bound to relieve this man of the peril in 
which he stands. «Your Honor is in duty 
bound not only as a Judge upon the bench, 
but under that bigber obligauon which each 
mau owes to every other man—the obligation 
to do as you would be done by. The Supreme 
Court of this State bas jaid down the rule in 
its latest utterances clearly and distinctly 
that it is not suflfiment that a defendant shai! 
be called upon to respond because there may 
be a scintilla of evidence trom which fancy 
might argue the possibility of erime. There 
must be a legal evidence sufficient to justify 
the tribunals in rendering a verdict of 
wuilty or a verdict against a _ party. 
Now, if your Honor pleases, I have 
cudgied my memory in-vainto find anything 
‘against Neebe except what Il bave suggested. 
Suppose he stood here alone, the sole defend- 
ant.. Suppose that these other seven were at 
large. Suppose that he alone of them all had 
been arrested and brought to this bar, and 
suppose that as against him these entire mat- 
ters of testimony bad been produced, precisely 
as it stands; would your Honor feel justified 
as amanand as adudgein requiring him to 
proceed and defend himself against this case? 
Against what isheto defend Himself? is heto 
prove that the old shotgun was not there? that 
the revolver was not there? that 
the red flag was the blood in 


the eye or the detective? Or is he 


to be ealied upon to prove when he bought the 


shotgun, why he bad the revolver, from whxt 
source be gained his sword, and how it came 
that a red flag was in his house? is there any- 
thing io the testimony of Heine requiring an 
explanation on bis part. The evening of May 
3 be is found in a saioon taking a giass of beer. 
He takes a circular out of his pocket, which 
he himself reads. Apparently, as we judge 
from the testimony of the witness, it is a 
matter he was investigating for the first time. 
He reads it over, and he says, as a result of 
bis read.rce, that it uppears six men were 
killed at MeCormick’s, and be suggests: ‘It 
won't be that way always.”’ 

Mr. Grinnei!—Quite a number of them. Mr. 
Franz Heine says that he came in there with 
them and distributed them. 

Capt. Black—Suppose he did. 

Mr. Grinnell—Let us bave the facts as they 
are in that particular at least. 

The court—If he had bad prior knowledge of 
and participation in the haymarket meeting 
the question would be quite different, but. if 
there is a generat advice to commit murder, 
the time and occasion not being foreseen, the 
adviser is guilty if the murder is committed. 

Capt. Black—We will come to that question. 
It has no place in the present argument be- 
cause there is no testimony showing any prior 
advice. . 

The court—That depends upon$whether he 
had any interest in the publication of the 
articles. 


Capt. B!ack—Not at all. The law is distinctly 


thac the publication of a paper by an organiza- 
tion as the resuit of a policy deliberately 
adopted by that organization cannot be used 
as against any member of the organization 
who has not shown himself personaily to have 
participated in the conduct and to have ad- 
vised it. 

The court—Whether he did participate, con- 
curred, assented, or encouraged the publica- 
tion of the Arlweiter-Zeitung is a questdon for 
this jury upon the testimony that he was fre- 
quently there, and that so soon as Schwah and 
Mpies were away, be took charge. Everything 
in which his name has been inentioned must be 
taken together, and then what the proper in- 
terence is, is for the jury to say. 

‘Capt. Black—Does your. Honor overrule the 
motion? 

The court—i overrule the motion. 

Capt. Black—We except, if your 
pleases. Wedesire alsoto make a like 
tion, without argruing it, in behalf of ail 
defendants except Spies and Fiscber.

against these defendants: and it was 
as thi’ case neared the prose- 
cuting end of it that the prosecution 


suddenly changed their front and produced a 


professional tramp and a professional liar, as 
we will show you, to prove that one of these 
defendants was connected with the throwiuc 
of it. They then r&écognized, as we claimed 
and now claim, that that is the only way in 
which they can maintain their case here. 

It needs, I hope, gentlemen, nu apology from 
me forthe manner inwhiech I! shall present 
this case of the defendants to.you. This bur- 
den, this duty towardg our clients, bas de- 
volved upon me, and, gentiemen, I shall 
endeavor to fully and tairly state 
to you what these defendants rely 
upon, and that when the proof. § is 
made, as I sball state it to you, upon which 
they wili rely for an acquittal, you will acquit 
thein. Now, gentiemen, I desire to call your 
attention first to what these defendants on 
trial are charged with. As I told you a mo- 
ment ago, they are not charged with Auarchy; 
they are not charged with Socialism; they are 
not charged with the fact that Anarchy or So- 
Cialisin is dangerous or beneficial to the com- 
munity; but, according to the law under which 
we are now acting, a charge specific ip its nat- 
ure must be made against them, and that and 
that alone must be sustained; -and it is the 
duty of the jury to weigh the evidence as 
it bears upon -that charge; and wpon no 
other point cnn they pay attention to 
it. Now, gentlemen, the charge here is 
shown by this indictment. This is the accusa- 
tion. This is*what this case fnvoives; and 
upon this the defendants ond the prosecution 
must either stand or fall. This indictment is 
for the murder of Mathias J. Degah. It is 
charged that each one of these defendants 
committed this crime, each defendant indi- 
vidually; and it is charged in a number of 
different ways. Now, | desire to cail your at- 
tention to the law governing this indictment 
and to read it to you; and I am presenting the 
law to you now, gentiemen, so that you can 
understand how we view thi8é case and how the 
evidence is affected by what the law is. The 
section of the law under which this indictment 
is framed is as follows: 

Murder is the unlawful killing of a human be- 
ing in the peace of the people with malice ufore- 
thought, either expressed or implied. The un 
luwful killing may be perpetrated by poisoning, 
striking, stabbing, shooting, etc.. or by any other 
of the various forms or means by which human 
neiure may be overcome and thereby death oc- 
cusioned. Express mulice is that deliberate in- 
tention*vunlawtully to take away the iife of a fel- 
low creature which is manifested by.external cir- 
cumstances capuble of proof. Miulice shall be 
inplied when no considerable provocation ap- 
pears. or when all the circumstances of the kill- 
ing show an abandoned and malicnant hexurt. 

Now, it is not claimed that any of these de- 
feudants did what the statute, which I bave 
just read, says they must do, or the proof 
must sbow they have done, before they can be 
held, but it is sought by the following pro- 
Sec. 274 of the 
Revised Statutes, Chap. 38: 
is he who stands by and aids, 
abets. or assists, or who, not being present, aid- 
ing. abetting, or assisting. hath advised, gn. 
courayed, aided,-or abetted the perpetration of 
the crime. He who thus aids. ubets, assists, ad- 
Vises, or encourages shall be considered as_prin- 
cipal, and punished accordingly. 

Sec. 275 says: 

Every such accessory. when a crime is commit- 
ted within or without this State by his aid or pro- 
curement in this State, may-be indicted and con- 
victed ut the same time as the principal. or be 
fore, or after his conviction, and whether the 
principal is convicted or amenable to justice or 
not, and punished us principal. 

The law says, no matter whether these de- 
fendants advised generally the use of dyna- 
mite in the purpose which they aimed to carry 
out, and sought to carry out, yet if none of 
these defendants advised the throwing of that 
bomb at the haymarket they cannot ve hed re- 
sponsible for the uctions of others at other 
times and other places. What does the evi- 
dence introduced here tend to show? It may, 
occur to some of you gentiemen to ask: 
‘What, thev, can these defendants preach the 
use ol dynamue? May they be allowed to go 
op and urge people to overturn the present 
Government and the present condition of 
society without being held respon- 
sibie for it and without punishment? Is there 
no law to which these people can be subjected 
and punished if they do thisthmg?’’ There is, 
gentlemen, but it has not and never has been 
murder, and if they are amenable, as the evi- 
dence introduced by the prosecution tends to 
show, it is under another and a d fferent law, 
and no attempt on the part of the prosecution 
to jump the wide chasm tbat separates these 
two offenses can be successful unless it is done 
out of pure hatred, malice, ill-will, or because 
of prejudice. The law protects every 
citizen. It punisbes every guilty man, and ac- 
cording to the measure ot bis crime; no more 
and no less. If a man bé guilty of conspiracy, 
or if he be guilty of treason, he is liable to 
punishment for that offense and not for a 
higherone. Thatis what_the peonle’of the 
State of Illinois have said, and that is their 
law. That is what they want wntforced, and 
that is what I stand here for as the advocate 
of these defendants, I claim'tor them and for 
the entire people of this State that that law 
shall be applied as it is found and as they have 
directed it to,be enforced. Now, what is the 
statute on conspiracy, of which these defend- 
ants may be quiity, if they are guilty of any- 
thing: 

If two or more persons conspire and agree to- 
gether with a fraudulent or malicious intent 
wrongfully and wickedly to injure the. person, 
character, business, or property of another, or to 
obtuin money or other property by false pre- 
tenses, or to do any illegal act injurious to the pub- 
lic trude, health, morals, police, oradministration 
of public justice, or to prevent competition in 
the letting of any contract by the State, or the 
uuthorities of any county, city. town or village. 
orto induce any person not to enterinto said 
competition. or to commit any felony, they shal! 
be deemed guilty of a conspiracy: und every such 
offender, and every person convicted of conspir- 
ucy ut common law, shall be imprisoned in the 
penitentiary not exceeding three years or tined 
not exceeding $1,000, 

The next section is as follows: . 

Be it enacted, by the people of the State of Illinois, 
efc,, That if two or more persons conspire either 
to commit any affense against the State of Ili- 
nois or any county, incorporated city, ete.. or to 
defraud the State of [llinois or any county, in- 
corporated city, eie., in any manner or for any 
purpose, and one or more of such parties do any 
net to effect the object of the conspiracy, all par- 
ties to such couspiracy shail be liable to a peii- 
nity of not less than $19 and not more than 
S>.kK), and to be jail forpny either in the peni- 
tentiary or county jail for ny penod not exceed- 
ing two yeurs, the time and place of contine- 
inent and the amountofl the tine to be determined 
by the jury trying the cause: provided, however. 
this act shall uot be construed to modify or re- 
peal any other law now in force in this State. 

Geutiemen, the BState’s Attorney’s opening 
stutement to you, the proof in this case with 
the exception of Giimer’s testimony, shows 
and shows only that the State have a case 
within those sections which ] last read to you, 
and no other, if they have a case against them 
etall. Now, gentiemen, | have read to you 
the section of tho statute relating to acces- 
suries. As Ihave told you before, it is only 
the perpetrator and the abetter in the perpe- 
tration of a crime who, under the decision of 
aimost every Supreme Court in the United 
States and in England, can be heid. 

|Mr. Salomon also quoted Wharton's

inal Law in regard to accessory, and cited the | 


case of Ogden against the State of Wisconsin 
in support of bis position. He then quoted 
the Georgia reports, vol. 64, page 6;, Jones 
vs. the State of Georgia, the gist of which was 
that where the principal in the first derree was 
not connected the principal in the second de- 
gree could not be held responsible as accessory 
to the crime, the connection of which with the 
principal in the first degree, whose accessory 
he was charged with being, had not been es- 
tablished. ] 

Now, gentlemen, that is one theory ot this 
case, tbat theory, that the law must be applied 
to each and every one of these defeadants wbo 
was absent from that meetin~, uniess the 
prosecution show that they knew of it. And we 
shalienteavor tosbow you that they knew 
nothing of the throwing of that bomb. Those 
defendants who were present might bave been 
held under this indictment if you believe from 
tho evidence that the object.of the meeting 
and those present was to use force and vio- 
ience against the police. Then ali who took 
part in that meeting can be heid liable as being 
present there if the proof shows that the 
meeting itse!f was an unlawful one and that 
its purpose was unlawful—that Its purpose was 
to kHl the police, agwressively kill .the police. 
When I say aggressively | meun that the de- 


fendants willfully attacked them: because if— 


the defendants or any one of them was unlaw- 
fully attacked, then, of course, they bad the 
right to defend themselves. 

Now, gentiemen, [donot care to read you 
any more authorities on the point than I bave 
already read to you. Kut that view of the law 
that they must be proved to be aceessories to 
the crime is the ouly one upon which the pros- 
sustain thelr case, and it is the 
only one upon which this case must proceed, 
according to our view. 

Now, these defendants are not criminals, 
they are not robbers, they are not burglars, 
they are notcotmnmon thieves. Theirs is not 
any sinall criminal act. . On the contrary, it is 
shown by this evidence conciusively that they 
are men of broad feelings of humanity; that 
their only desire has been and that their lives 
have been consecrated to the betterment 
of their fellow-men and of their feliow- 
beings. They bave never sought to take 
the lite of any man, of any individual, 
malicfously, to «will or destroy any person.

DESTROYED BY FIRE, 


Blazing Oil Floats Along a Creek in Ohio— 
Other Losses. 
MARIETTA, O., July 31.—[Special. |—The elec- 
tric-storm at the Macksburg oil-field yesterday 
was terrific and destructive in the extreme. 
The Standard Company lost one iron tank, with 
80,000 barreis of oil. Aid went out from here, 
and a detachment of the battery, with’ one 
piece ot artillery, succeeded in penetrating the 
tank with ten shots, letting out the contents 
into a trench or pool bastily constructed. 
Finaily the collapse came about midnight, and 
the flames shot upwards hundreds of feet, 
while the flery fluid overtiowed into Duck Creek 
and a current of flames swept downward toward 
the Village of Eiba one-haif mile velow. The 
railroad bridge was fired and much of the track 
of the road near the tank was destroyed and 
the town very seriously threatened, but a 
Stream of water was kept playing on the 
bridge and surroundings and saved wuch prop- 
erty. The illumination was awfully grand, be- 
ing plainly visiblé from this city. During the 
storm a derrick was struck by lightning near 
two other large tunks and a house was struck 
in another part of the fleld, and at still anocher 
part a horse was killed. The loss is about 
$30,000. 

SPRINGFIELD, Maes., July 31.—A fire in the 
No. 2 mill of the Indian Orchard Millis Com- 
pany at about 3:30 o'clock this worning de- 
stroyed the building, which was 250 feet long 
and four stories high. The cause of the fire 
is not definitly known, but is supposed to 
bave been an explosion of gas. Themill fur- 
nisbed employment for about 300 hands. The 
loss is roughly estimated at $300,000. 

SYRACUSE, N. Y., July 31.—Early this morn- 

ing a fire destroyed the carriage works of Or- 
ville H. Short. Avout 1.000 wagons and mucb.

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Narrow Escape from a Big Blaze. 
A blaze started in the staining-room of Goss 
& Phillips’ factory, at the corner of Twenty- 
second and Fisk streets, about 9 o’clock last 
evening. ‘The staining-room is situated in the 
oil-house, a two-story brick “ building at the 
rear of the main structure. Fire-Marsbai 
Myers turned in a second alarm almost imme- 
diately on account of the combustible nature 
of the stock and the dangerous surroundings. 
The fire was soon extinguished with a damage 
of oniy $500, mainly to furniture wich had 
been finished and was ready for delivery.

THE CANADIAN GOVERNMENT BUYS A 
CRUISER OF JOHN ROACH, 


The Vessel to Be Fitted Out for Use in 
Freeing the Atlantic of American Fish- 
ing Smacks—A Large Meeting of the 
Knights of Labor, at Which Monopoly 
in Land Is Denounced and Favorit 
Theories Advanced — Troubles of the 
Cigarmakers. 

New YorkK, July 31.—!Special.]—The Yo- 
semite, John Roach’s iron steam yacht, has 
found a purchaser, after being in the market 
for several years, in the Canadian Govern- 

ment, by which she will be fitted out as a 

cruiser for the use of the Fisheries Depart- 

ment. Negotiations in this quarter began in 

February, and then were suspended to he re- 

newed iast month. The price paid is $50,000, 

which is considered by yachtsmen a great bar- 
gain. The boat cost at least double that 
amount to build her. In 1880 the Yosemite 
was built at Roach’s Chester yards on a $140,000 
order. Her purchaser made partial payments 
and ran her fora year or two, during which 
he fitted her out luxuriously. On one of his 
trips up the Hudson he ran into the steamboat 

Charlotte Vanderbilt. The Yosemite sliced 

the Vanderbilt in half, passing between her 

divided parts. This mishap sickened ber 
owner, and the yacht was returned to Mr. 

Rvach.. She has since then been an elephant 

on his hands. Myr. Roach offered her at a sac- 

rifice as soon as she fell back on bis hands. He 


got the price down last winter to $60,000. 
W hen the Canadian Government offered $50,000 
cash bis assignee decided to accept the offer.

His speech was very long, and 
his leading points were in defeuse of the rights 
of boycotters and in denunciation of efforts to 
wrest the weapon from the bhandscf labor. 
Nearly all the speakers touched moreor less 
atlength upon the boycott matter, though 
there was much effort to induce the working- 
men to desert their political alliances and vote 
for a separate ticket at the coming elections, 
Speaking continued at all the wagons until 
bualf-past 10, when the respective Chuirmen de- 
clared the meeting adjourned and the crowd 
dispersed quietly. 

The Struggles of the Cigarmakers. 

The Knights of Labor who made contracts 
with the cigar manufacturers that they wouid 
fill their shops with Knights ot Labor, provided 
the bosses would discharge their union men, 
boasted today that by Monday they wouid bring 
5,000 cigarmakers from Pennsylvania. Union 
men, Doth Progressive and International, did 
not seem to be alarmed over the threat. They 
said the Knights had undertaken a bigger job 
than they were able to perform. Outside ot 
New York there are very few, if any, skiliea 


and, although many of 
e .Knights of Labor, they will 
not obey thy order of District Assem- 
bly No. 49, or any assembly, to cone 
to this city and beip to break up the unions. 
If the Knigbts du bring 5,000 mento the city, 
say the unionists, they will not be cigarmwuk- 
ers, but shoemekers or haycutters. Several 
cigar manufacturers seem to be apprehensive 
that the Knights will not be abie to fili. their 
contract, andanumber of them today held 
conferences with their jobbers and asked them 
if they could seil cigars witbout the Knigtrts of 
Labor label upon the boxes. The jobvers 
thought that that label did not help seli the 
cigars, but said they would give the matter 
closer attention. Levy & Bros. are said 
to be growiug impatient with the 
Knights of Labor, and the senior mem- 
ber of the firm is said to have deciared 
that if the Knights ao not carry ou: their con- 
tract to fill ais shop with Knights within a itew 
days be will himself empioy cigarmakers, be 
they unionists or not. The Progressives regard 
this as the beginning of a victory. At the 
tactory of Heiman Bros. & Lowenstein in 
Fifty-ninth street 150 men went on a strike 
this morning. Oae of the memwbers of the firm 
asked them to remain at work until they were 
officially told that they must join the Knights 
of Labor or leave, but they retused, and went 
out and held a meeting at which they passed 
a resolution to stand out until the firm should 
assure them that it would not discharye any- 
one tor belonging toa trades union. The 
hands in Otterburg’s factory, in East Twenty- 
third street, to the number of 350, also went 
On strike, and in the factory of Bondy & 
Lederer 400 hands, when told that they must 
give up their union books to the Knigbts, ieft 
the building. At the factory ot George P. 
Liess & Co. the cigur-packers were asked to 
make cigars, but tuey refused. Here 500 men 
are out. Brown & Earie’s men also went out.

Officer McComb wild bow he  vis- 
ited Mrs. Melyilie after heuring § stories 
from neighbors about the cruelty practiced on 
Annie, and asked bert to produce the girl, 
which she aid. The child was reluctant to 
answer Wwheu the witness asked about: her 
aunt’s treatment of ber. Mre. Melville admir- 
ted tying the child to the floor, but asserted 
that Annie bad. been wicked. The rope witb 
which the child bad been tied was about her 
waist when Officer McComb spoke to ber, and 
he took it off. It bad eaten its way into the flesh. 
Mrs. Meiville then banded bim the key to the 
padiock, and, putting it into bis pocket, he 
left the bouse, taking Annie with bim. Dr. 
Jerome Waiker, who examined Annie at the 
police station, said that the girl appeared dazed 
and weak mentaily. The witness mea-ured 
the child and tound that ber waist was two and 
one-haif inches larger tban the loop of tbe 
rope.

FOR THE WORLD'S CAPITAL. 


Palestine’s Claims, Both Geographical and 
Scriptural. 

Should any insuperable difficulty in the way 
of otherwise settling the home-rule question 
cause the English-speaking people generally to 
advocate the federation of the British Empire 
it would then obviously become necessary to 
determine upon some conVenient central posi- 
tion for the capital of such a grand confedera- 
tion. 

Canada and Australia, each containing will- 
10n8 of square miles, evidently compuse the 
great bulk of the British Empire so far as ex- 
tent of territory is concerned. The British 
Isles and India contain the great bulk of the 
British Empire so far as density of population 
is concerned (buadreds of millions of Britisa 
subjects being in India and about 30,000,000 or 
40,000,000 in the British Isles), and wnether we 
regard extent of territory or density of popula- 
tion Palestine happens to be the only conven- 
ient central position that might fitly be chosen 
as the future capital of the proposed Britisn 
Imperial Confederation (as &@ glance at the map 
of the world should convince us at once), the 
British Isles and Indfa being each about two or 
tbree thousand mules from Palestine, and 
Cenada and Australia belng each about five or 
six thousand miles from that grand common 
centre. 

Palestine occupies also the central position 
of the habitable world, as the great continent 
of Asia (witb about half the population of the 
world) is at its back; Europe being at its right 
band and Africa at its left, while America and 
Australia are about equi-distant from it in op- 
posit directions, so that there is evidently no 
other centra! position in reference to tnese five 
xrand divisions of the habitabie world but 
Palestine alone, and its neigbborbood along the 
east coast of the Mediterranean. | 

It is clearly toretold aiso that at a certain 
time the nations will accept Palestine, or 
‘Jerusalem, as tbeir capital, whenever they 
become enlightened enough to abolish warfare. 
—Isuiah ji... 2-4; Micah iv., 1-3. Why then 
should not the English-speaking peoples every- 
where now take advantage of the present fav- 
orable opportunity to take such action as 
might lead to the long-predicted millennium of - 
peace by at once making suitable arrangements 
with the Turkish Empire and the great nations 
of Europe for the acquisition of Palestine tor 
the world’s capital as soon as the nations gen- 
erally shall be prepared to combine in one 
grand universal confederation which shall 
guarantee a general peace over the whole 


en 


world for many generations? Meanwhile, 
until other nations are prepared to join 
us, Palestine would be the most con- 


venient central position tor the capital of tne 
proposed confederation of the British Empire, 
or for the Englisb-speaking coinmunities every- 
where; for the United States would doubtless 
immediately join usin such a confederation 
for the sake Of insuring the geverail peace of 
the world at the earliest possibie day. j 

I merely offer this suggestion now in few 
words and in general terms, in case any in this 
City of Ottawa, or in this Dominion of Cavada, 
may be disposed to advocate the immediute 
. confederation of the English-speaking peoples 
every where, with a view to the ultimate con- 
federation of al! nations and the abolition of 
warfare, with all its borrors ana expenses, 
which might surely now be dispensed with in 
this advanced age of the worid’s history and 
experience; and now that we have already 
aiso attained to such a high degree of modern 
progress as prevails generally, but more es- 
pecially among the English-speaking peoples. 

Should none on this side of the Atlantic care 
to move atall in this matter, in the highest 
and best interests of the buman tamily gener- 
ally I purpose to go to England as soon as | 
can conveniently that 1 may do my utmost to- 
wards agitating this question there effectively, 
The present time appears to be very favorabie 
for this purpose, as the federation of the En- 
gliish-speaking peoples—with Palestine for our 
capital and the general peace, progress, and 
»welfare of the whole world tor our ultimate 
object—would doubtless soon ovVerwbelm en- 
tirely every “Irish grievunce’’ and cause 
‘**home rule’”’ to prevai) not only in Ireland, 
“but in every other convenient locality also 
that would be embraced within our proposed 
confederation of the English-speaking peoples 
immediately or of the united nations of the 
worid subsequently.

THE SMADL-POX SCARE. 


Health-Commissioner De Wolf and Dr. | 
Rauch, Secretary of the State Beard of 
Heaith, of the Opinion that Nobody Need 
Be Alarmed, 

The news of the arrival of smali-pox at De- 
troit bad a tendency yesterday to excite the 
fears of some timorouscitizens. Dr. De Wolf, 
the Health Commissioner, stated confidently 
that there-need not be the slightest fears, * I 
am not the least afraid,’’ said the Commission- 


er, ‘that smail-pox can ever become epidemic 
in Chicago. Last year, when tbere were 
thousands uf cases in Montreal, a city in im- 
mediate connection with Chicago, weonlv had 
twenty-four cases bere, and the disease 
did not extend beyond the individyals oriczi- 
nally affected. In 1881 and 1882 there 
were a number of cases here, probably 7,000 in 
ail, but that was owing to the immense amount 
of imm: gration to this country. Over 800,000 
immigrants landed in America during that 
time, and 64 per cent of them came to Cuicago, 
and to that fact was owing the great spread of 
the disease. That cannot happen now, tor im- 
migration has been very light this year. 1 
wouldn't mind a few cases Of smali-pox now, 
for the Department would be abie to vacci- 
nate the residents of certain localities.. How- 
ever, vaccination bas become so general that 
Smail-pox could not obtain a footing in tois 
city. Sept. 1 we will go through the schools, 
and 140,000 children will be carefully examined 


Dr. John H. Rauch, Secretary of the lili- 
nois State Board of Health, is at the Grand 
Pacific. The doctor seems to think that the 
public is unnecessarily worked up over the few 
cases of smail-pox at Detroit, Mich. He feels 
that there is no danger of its spreading if prop- 
erly quarantined, and believes it will be. There 
iS littie or no danger of its entering this State, 
which at present is in an excellent sanitary 
condition. There is not @ singie case of smali- 
pox in Llinois,. and great precauuon wi.) be 
taken irom now on. He looks upon the cholera 
Scare in New Jersey a5 a mere hoax.

Gov. Rusk Apparently Sure of a Rénomi< 
nation, but His Colleagues Not So En« 
viably Situated—Prospects of a Demo- 
cratic-Labor Coalition—A Row in the 
State Board of Immigration—Milwau. 
kee’s Ambitions in the Art Line—Other 
Cream City Gossip. } 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 31.-—| Special. |—It is 
now five years since Jeremiah Rusk was first 
talked of as a candidate for Governor of Wise 
consin, and it will be tive years this fall since 
he was elected by a zood majority to that posi 
tion. He is pow serving his second term. By 
an act of the Legislature of 1881.'2, changing 
from annual to biennial meetings of the Legis- 
lature, Rusk’s first term was iengthened out 
one year, bence the odd year in the two terms, 
Rusk couid not have been said to be popular 
at that time; it was with difficulty he secured 
the nomination. During his first term he gained _ 
somewhat jin public favor, was easily renom- 
inated, ana was elected by a reduced majority. 
The conditions now, bowever, are entirely dif- 
ferent. Rusk is to come before the people 
again as a candidate. With a certain class 
he is now more popular than it was 
ever dreamed he would become, while 
with another class be hus come into such dis- 
favor that his candiducy this. year will make 
the warmest campaign known in Wisconsin 
for many years. The facts of the labor trou- — 
bles in this city in May, in which Gov. Rusk« 
cut 20 prominent a tigure, are known tv all; 
and it was bis connection with those troubles 
that made him so many warm friends among 
the lovers of lawand order ana so many bitter 
enemies among that class of laboring mem 
whose tendency is toward anateby. It is with — 
these conditions surrounding bim that Rusk 
enters the race this year. @ | 

There appears to be good show for trouble 
when the Kepublican State ticket comes to be 
made up this fall. Rus«’s nominauion is con- 
ceded on all hands, and will probably be made 
by acciamation. The baiance of the ticket, 
with the exception of Secretary of State Timme, — 
ure perfectly willing now to step down, feel« 
ing that five years is a long enough time to 
hold such offices. 

The Labor party bas issued a call for a State 
convention for the nomination of a full State 
ticket Aug. 6. The Republican convention 
will be held at Madison Sept. 8, and the Demo- 
crats will bold a meeting in this city next 
Tuesday to decide When they shail hoid their 
convention. It looks now as if the Labor con- 
vention will meet and adjourn until after the 
Democrats have nominated their ticket, so as 
to have a choice between indorsing the Demo-« 
cratic ticket and placing a ticket of their own 
in the field. The outiook now is that the Hon. 
Carl Jonas of Racine will be the Democratic 
uominee. If he proves to be he will be in- 
dorsed by tne Labor party. It is the opinion 
of many of the Democratic leaders that this 
nomination and indorsement would defeat the 
Repulican ticket by a large majority. They 
reason that the Prohibition vote will be very 
iarge—at least 25,000—75 per cent of which 
will be drawn from the Republican party; this 
of itself will make Republican success 
doubtful, and when comoined with the defec- 
tion of labor votes that will go to swell the 
Democratic numbers will make Democratic 
victory certain. The Republicans claim, oa 
the other band, that the indorsement of any 
Democratic nomination by the labor party asa“ 
party will drive more Democratic votes into 
the Republican ranks than any other action . 
that can betaken. The Republicans profess 
Lo be anxious to see a coalition of the labor 
party and the Democrats. 

Tre following additions to the political slate 
are reported today: Ald. Dunck is mentioned 
es a candidate for the State Senate to succeed 
J. P. C. Cottrill; Ald. Fritz is said to be anx- 
ious to become successor to Jobn La Grand in 
the Assembly; Paul Gechtner, George Abert, 
and Supervisor Helms of tne Filth be, are 
mentioned as candidates for Sheriff. As a@ can- 
didate for County Treasurer some Democrats 
consider the advisability of nominating Mr. 
Eugene Cary.

HOME FOR THE AGED. 

The Home for the Aged, located on the soutb- 
east corner of Throop and Harrison streets, 
and supported by the contributions solicited 
by the Little Sisters of the Poor, is a charitable 
institution of the kind implied by the name. 
It. bas no “(fixed income, and its in- 
minates, to the number of i254, are dependent 
upon the ‘efforts of the s'sters, who make daily 
visits through the city for contributions of 
money and. donations of provisions and clotn- 
ing. The bome was first started in F876, and 
ior the ensuing three years a smaii frame 
building on the corner of Haisted and Poik 
streets was used for the purpose. The build- 
ing in question onty had accommodations for 
thirty persons, and as the applications for ac- 
commoduations were so numerous and the ap- 
plicants themselves so deserving larger and 


more commodious quarters became a necessi- 


ty... Duriug 187% the building now occupied as 


the home was erected, with accommodations 


for 100 persons, but the limit- bas again been 
reached, and even larger quarters are already 
anecessity. The present building is a four- 
story one, with notiing pretentious in the way 
of architectural beauty. It is strong and sub- 
stantial, has quite a pretty tlower-garden in 
front, a large vegetable garden on the east, 
and a roomy yard in the rear. 

A reporter for THE TRIBUNE recently paid a 
visit to the home, and was shown through the 
establishment by two demure, but rather pret- 
ty sisters. The iower floor contains the culi- 
nary department, the dining-room for the old 
men, and the laundry department. Everything 
was scrupuiously neat and clean, and in the 
kitcben particularly every articie of furniture 
was of the best possibile degcription. The din- 
ing-roomwas turnished with long pine tables 
and benches, and here as in the kitchen, every- 


as neat and clean as possible. The thing was 
laundry department was perfect in all its ap- 
pointments, although tbe operatives are rarely 
called upon todo up the finer art:cles so essen- 
tial in the wardrobe of te opulent: of both 
sexes. 

On the second floor are located the parlor, 
dispensary, chapel, the dining-room for old 
wowon, the clothes-room, and a bedroom con- 
taining seven cots. The parlor is plainiv fur- 
nished, and boasts a centre-tabie of poiished 
maple and some half-dozen woodén chairs. 
Several pictures hang upon the walls, one be- 
The dispen- 
sary contains afew of the simpler remedies 
only, and those most dear to the heart 
of the old man or woman. The chapel 
is NOt at all pretentious, and is fitted up with

The third floor is given up to the infirmary, 
the dining-room for invalids, and bedrooms 
for women. On the ‘occasion of the _ re- 
porter’s visit about half a dozen old women 
were iil, and all of them occupied beds 
in the infirmary. The bedrooms, of whicb

there are two on this floor, each contain four- 
teen single beds, and the sbeets and piilow- 
slips were all as white as the driven snow. 

The fourth floor contains the bedrooms and 
infirmary for old men, and presented the same 
neat and clean appearance as the lower floors. 
The Sisters, who do all the work about the es- 
tablishment, occupy the rooms in the front and 
projecting portion of the buildmg. and where 
they are always within eusy call of the in- 
mates. In addition to the main buiiding there 
is a lone two-story structure facing on Throop 
street, which is used as the stable and also 
contains bedrooms. One large room is the 

- headquarters for the old men, as they are 
there permitted to smoke, play cards, and 
disport themselves as they see fit. It 

38 bere that’ they tell their stories, 
laugb and joke, call up reminiscences of 
eighty and ninety years ago, fight their pat- 
tles over again, and experience an entire free- 
dom trom restraint.

IN THE HALL. 


The inmates all have regular habits, rising 
shortly after 5 in the moruing and retiring be- 
fore Yin the evening. The men and women 
meet once every day in the chapel, 6 a. m. 
being the hour. Mass is conducted by 
one ot the priests from. the Jesuiti- 
cul Chureh on Twelfth street. At 
7:15 breakfast is eaten, dinner at 
noon, and supper at 5:15. Although there are 
several husbands and wives in the institution, 
the regulations are such tbat the old gouples 
have to content themselves with seeing one 
another in the chapel, where they are not per- 
mitted to converse, and in meeting each other 
twice every week in the rooms apvointed for 
the purpose. nn 

The vegetable garden mentioned above is 
located to the east of the building, and in it 
are grown ull kinds of vegetabies. The gar- 
dener is an inmate of the institution, but 
somewhat more vigorous than his associates.

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Each alternate Monday the women inmates 
are permitted to visit their friends on the out- 
side, or, in fact, go where they please, 
and as a rule about two-thirds of them 
avail themselves of the opportunity. The 
old men bave the seme privilege, ana there are 
only a few of them woo never go Outside at 
all. The visitors to the institution are always 
shown every courtesy, and when so disposed 
can go trom the top td'the bottom of the. house. 

The rules of the bome require no payment 
for accommodations, althoureh there are a few 
of the old people who contribute something 
every week. There are other cases where

friends pay a regular *tivend toward the sup- 
port of the old people, but the number is 
smail. The health of the inmates is uniform- 
ly good, despite the fact that some of both 
sexes are always sick. it is generally some 
ecbronic trouble contracted in earlier years, 
which would have carried the old sufferer off 
long ago had it not been tor the tender care 
obtained at the home,

They 

seem to have an idea that they are 

never 80 fascinating as when they 
drop a. well-rounded expletive irto the 

mild vapidity ot their conversation. This, I 

will say, comes from the tongue alone, and is 


prompted by no bitterness of feeling. And as 


for their genera! conversation, | can observe 
little difference between it and that of the 
shining black Dinahs who act as their maids. 
The other night we bad a nice little hop, at 
which we all put on our best dresses and our 
diamonds, and took our turn dancing with the 
gentlemen who had come out from the city to 
spend Sunday. Some of the local papers sent 
their reporters over, and these sanguine young 
men paved an easy road to favor by describing 
our toilets. The ladies bought the papers 
eagerly the next morning, and groaned to- 
gether over the awful errors that ‘iad been 
committed. One lady who had worn a sbrimp 
pink was described as having worn adress of 
salmon pink. You will readily understand 
how dificult it would be to overlook such a 
mistake. But one lady from New Orileaus re- 
fused to be comforted. 

‘*] cail it durn shabby,” said ste; ‘there 
ain't no good of dreasin’ up heab atall. If | 
can't get my name put in the papabs I shall 
go somewbeah else weah every one has a show. 
i think it must have been becase | sat down. 
If Lhad a ganced it'd been b’all right.” 1 
assure, you this woman is not an ex- 
aggeration. Indeed she was considered 
the leader of the company of Soutnh- 
erners bere. Five years ago the son of the 
then Governor of Texas was studying law at 
Ann Arbor and used to assure the roomful of 
girl students who would assemble in bis land- 
lady's parlor that there was no such thing as a 
Northern lady. A lady and aiily of the field 
were synonymous to him: they mwust not toil, 
neither must they spin. Surety he would have 
nothing to criticise in the representatives of 
his beloved South to be seen here now. They 
do nothing but talk, and that in mad confusion. 
Their voices, beard at a distance, remind one 
of a concert of clamorous fowls, and their 
shrill laughs become screams of discord when 
they are excited—and it takes very i.ttle to 
excite them. 

I was at the Fountain House at Waukesha 
at the iarge bail given there a week or 80 ago, 
and nearly half of the cOmpany there were 
Southerners. Among them wasa young girl 
from New Orleans who wag certainly the most 
beautiful creature | ever laid my eyes upon. 
Her complexion was like porcelain; her eyes 
were brown, large, dreamy, and humod; her 
head was covered with acloud of misty gold. 
She wore a dress of white tulle, with pearis in 
her bair and brilliants about her beattiful 
neck. No vision of an artist's dream could 
bave been fairer. Well, | saw this angel of 
loveliness glide uptoa female reporter who 
was there to describe the ball, put her arm 
about ber waist, and, thrusting ber exquisit 
face impudentiy upto that of the other, say: 
‘Now you'll give me a real nice little puff, 
won't you, because I'm the nicest-looking girl 
here, you know. I wanttosend itbome to my 
beau—I bounced him last week, and I want to 
make him mad... Now, honey, you be sweet 
and say something just spiendid about: me, 
won't you?” 

The reporter had no sooner made her escape 
than she gencountered a sallow, simpering, 
peints arden woman, with a tired face, lean- 
ing again the wall. As soon as she could 
she, too, seized the reporter. 

“Now, you will give Miss —— a nice little 
puff, won't you?’’ said she, referring to the 
beautiful young giri. 

‘*Are you Miss ——’s mother?’’ 

* Yes,”’ said she, unblushingly. The 
porter blushed for her, and looked for a mo- 
ment as if 8he were tempted to protest against 
such a degradation of ber sex: but sbe con- 
quered it. I saw her, bowever, make an eras- 
ure in ber notes. 

But enough of the Southern ladies, I am 
sure I cun find plenty to criticise in our own. 
There is-one class of them bere who are utterly 
impassive. They look precisely like the women 
in the fashion , magazines—round-iim bed, 
smooth-faced creacures, made to hang 
clothes on. This style of woman 
arises at balf-past Y, breakfasts 
heartily in tne clammy dining-rooin, 
always trying to order something not in the 
menu, and then loils upon the piazza till 11, 
when she retires to dress fordinner. Atl she 
dines, then takes a siesta till J, Gresses eclabo- 
rately, rides till 6, bas supper, and spends her 
evenings sitting about the wall in tbe great 
circle of yawning women who gather there 
every night to listen to the prosy music played 
ior their benefit by three thin musicans, who 
discourse, respectively, upon the violin, the 
piano, and the cornet. Mind you, nothing so 
giddy as dancing.is done, except by the chil- 
dren, who do it very prettily and furnish the 
stock of good natpre and vivacity. Of course 
there are some really clever and ingenious 
women in the company, but they are not nu- 
mnerous enough to stem the tiow of inanity and 
indo lence, and the succession of lugubrious 
evenings and gossiping is unbroken. Why, the 
other day a sociable Chicago lady, well-known 
inyour best society there, took a gentleman 
riding with her in her pretty park phaeton. It 
turnished the doves that fiutter about th- 
hotel piazzas with indignation for a week. They 
really feed upon indignation, and must have it 
atany cost. 

Of course you will consider me a vandal 
when | tell you that 1 can coax up very littie 
enthusiasm about these silly little lakes. The 
whole country seems to meto lack force. It 
moves me to nothing but smiling acquiescence 
in its prettiness. Some of these painted 
waters are blne and soine are green, and others 
silver, tut allare inane to my mind. They 
tell me they can frown quite fiercely when a 
wind and thunder storm blackens them, but I 
have seen nothing but simpers. 

There is one tbing | must not neglect to say 
about the city people here who have homes; 
they are very public-spirited, and not oniy do 
the town much substantial good when they are 
here. but they are also willing to share their 
sports with the towaspeopie. That absurd and 
chillmg exclusion that blights every enterprise 
of pieasure at Geneva Luke is entirely absent 
here. it appearsto me :that Geneva Lake is 


re- 


quite unique, and I sincerely trust that it isso,: 


for it gave me a shock to discover that such «x 
thoroughiy undemocratic community could 
exist in our Western States. Were these peo- 
ple who surround. themselves witn such bar- 
riers used from infancy to a posimon whiecn 
isolated them trom tue rest o! the world | 
might not s0 much eritic:se them for 
the selfishness which closes their parks 
trom the public and makes their pleas- 
ures exclusive to themselves: but they are 
people who are very newly rich. Some of the 
ladies have been factory eiris and farmers 
daughters, clerks in stores, and even cham- 
vermaids. Some of the gentlemen have been 
grocers’ clerks and bootblacks, bricklayers,and 
butchers’ bo.s. Some of thew make this their 
pride, and for such | have the profoundest re- 
Others are a mediey of pretense and 
honesty. For instance, not long ago one of 
these airy mansions was finished and the lady 
of the house determined that she wontd have a 
library. She therefore visited a Chicago pook- 
store with that end in view, and told the clerk 
who wuited on ber wbat she wanted. 

** Very well,” suid the clerk, -*I think wecan 
meet allof your wants. Have you brought 
your list with you?’ She cuontessed that sbe 
had no list, and wasn't very particular what 
the books were, but she wanted $3,000 worth 
‘em. She got them. Then she decided to have 
a party to show them off. After an early tea 
she said to ber husband it.would then be a 
good time to show their fricnds their new 
library.

VICTIMS OF THE BOYCOTT, 

The Story of a New York Cigarmaker Who 
Refused to Join the Strikers—How His 
Kmployer Rewarded His Loyalty—An Out- 
growth of the Landgraff Case. 
New York, July 31.—(Speciail. |—Adolph 

Herold, a vigarmaker, came to this country 

from Saxony and found employment and a 

home in Morrisania, one of the northern dis- 

tricts of this city. Through his efforts was 
organized the Arbeiter Vo'ksbiidung Verein— 
freely transiated, an open society for popular 
instruction. He was its first President, and 
was honored with several Successive elections. 

No manin the community was more highly 

respected than he. Not)long ago the workmen 

in Siegel's factory, where Herold was empioyed, 

feit themselves aggrieved and threatened a 

strike. Herold was opposed to this meas- 

ure, and used his influence to pre 
vent it,; on- the ground that there 
was not sufficient justification. 
ruled, bowever, and the men went out. Her- 
old cdeclarea publicly that be should stay in 
the shop aud not share in the strikes. His 
comrades laughed at him and then threatened 
to:boycott him if he did not abandon work. 

He refused and the boycott was ordered. It 

went into effect immediately. The rest of the 

story is like a chapter from ‘* Put Yourself in 

His Place."’ He was proclaimed aseab by the 

unions, and all workinen were warpnea on pain 

of expulsion to have nothing to co with him. 

For a short time the Volksbiidung Verein en- 

deavored io sustain bim. He was President 

ot the society when the trouble began, and it 
was not long before the members yielded to 
the pressure and deposed him from office. 

Next they expeiled bim from membership. 

By-and-by the strikers tired of their 

Struggle against Siegel, and made over- 

tures to return to work on the’ old 

terms. But they made one condihnon— 

Herold must be disebarged or they wonid 

not work. Did Siegei generously defend his 

faithful workman and retain him in spite of 
the demand? OO, no! He loved ** peace, balmy 
peace,”’ and Herold had to go. He sought em- 
nloyment in other shops, but the moment he 
was g.ven a bench the other workmen threw 
down their tools and marched out. The result 
wus a serics of discharges that bas finally re- 

‘duced him and his family to the direst poverty. 

After atime came a rumor among the cigar- 

makers that the seab Herold tad been driven 

out of town. it is true be has completely dis- 
appeared from the knowledge of bis enemies, 
but it does not necessarily foilow that beis not 
inthe city. There are other devices than flight; 
but perhaps it is just as well that nis where- 
ubouts be not publisbed. The power of a 
union to strike over a lovog distance At a mau 
who is boycotted is well knowr. And by cer- 
tain well-kuown combinations a man may be 
struck dangerously hard, even if he bas changed 
his trade, 
Another instance of personal bardsbip bas 

grown out of the boycoit against Mrs. Land- 
grail, the widow baker, 2vout which the whole 
country has been informed. A daughter of 
Mrs. Landgraff was married. Sbe worked with 
her husband in a cigar fuctory, he at rolling 
the weed and she at putting up, bunches. The 
mother sought to heip the young couple along 
and atoneilora lack ol Gaowry, perbaps, by 
sending them every morning a gift of fresh 
roils tor breakfast. When the boycott went 
into operation they were ordered to obtain 
their rolis at some other, bakery. They blindly 
refused to-do this, and the boycott tell. upon 
them.

END OF A GOSPEL OUTING. | 


THE CLOSING WEEK OF THE STUDENTS’ 
MEETING AT MOUNT HERMON, 


What Has Been Accomplished in the Way of 
Bible Study in the Last Four Weeks— 
Young Hearts Fired with Missionary Zea! 
—Preparations for the Convention of 
Christian Workers at Northfield—The In- 
defatigable Moody and the Secret of His 
Power, 

Mount HERMON, Mass., July 29.—| Special 
Correspondence. |—This is the closmg week 
of the Gospel outing of 300 students from 
ninety colleges, representing a constitu- 
ency of 10,000 young men, which has 
been such a marked success. There 
has been nothing of the emotional revival 
spirit evinced, but a steudy, heaithy spiritual 
growth, which wili have a telling effect upon 
the lives of these wide-awake young men as 
they return to thoir respective colleges. They 
have been as -deeply interested in _ the 
topics under consideration, as in their 
favorit electives ut college, “The school has 
been in a sense a theological seminary, or a 
preparation for one, but its purpose bas been 
to give the pupils an incentive to study the 
decp truths of the Bible, and the boys are 
remarkably unauimous in the opinion that the 
study bas been very. profitabie and enjoyatle. 
There has been no disagreeable toying with 
theological technicalities, although a mild 
criticism may be offered that once or twice a 
few have turned away from the right course 


in the arguimentative subjects introduced and . 


in trying to bandie some of the doctrines and 
dogmas. 

Aoother strong chain of arguments on the 
living traths of the Bible has been logically 
forged by these spiritual leaders, which have 
been carefully jotted down by tbe boys. in 
their note-books. The filling out of these notes 
for future reference bas been ab agreeable att- 
ernogn task each day, while nearly every 
young theological student has been filling out 
the broad margin of bis Bible with ample man- 
uscript notes. The keynote on verbal inspira- 
tion sounded by Dr. Brooks bas been suppie- 
mented by other clergymen. Dr. Gordon has 
given an instructive discourse on the work of 
Christ for us, sbow'ng the nature of atone- 
ment by Cbrist’s crucifixion, of the spir- 
itual resurrection, and sanctified life 
through Christ. He has also spoken 
upou the “Three Anchors of Christianity,’’ 
faith, bope, and charity, Faith goes back to 
the cross; hope yoes forward to Heaven; 


‘charity goes abroad 16 the brotherhood of men, 


growing to the tinal millennium. At another 
time be preached upon the ** Threefold Priest- 
bood of Christ.""

Much has beep done at this Gospel summer 
school to encourage and stimulate the foreign 
missionary work among the youug men, and 
a large delegation of these earnest, devout 
Christians bave consecrated themselves to this 
important work, The impassioned appeals of 
Dr. A. T. Pierson, who has a masterly skili in 
spirtiualizing bistory, and the eye of a General 
in planning for future work, the electrifying 
words of Mr. Moody, which touch the soul, the 
stirring and practical business manner of 
Secretary Wishard, and the logical argu- 
ments of Drs. Gordon and Brooks have 

the very air, and it is 
that this ennobling 
missionary zeal has become contagious. About 
haif the men contemplate entering the minis- 
try, while pearly fifty have declared their in- 
tention of becoming missionaries. The other 
morning an impressive meeting was opened 
by students and missionaries from China, 
Siam, Japan, Persia, Armenia, and india re- 
peating in the language of those countries the 
text ‘*God is Love.’’ A dozen young men 
representing the different fields of labor spoke 
briefly, and the gathering toodc a genuine 
Pentecostal turn, while Dr. Pierson and others 
illuminated what was said by some pithy illus- 
tration or aptestory. Dr. Wililam Asbmore of 
the Chinese field, ripened with yearsof zealcus 
work, produced a profound impression as he 
graphically pictured China, with 400,000,000 of 
people and 600 missionaries; Japan, with 37,- 
000,000 population and 200 laborers; India, with 
300,000,000 people and 700 workers—showing 
tnat the flelds are ripe for the harvesters, 
while the laborers are few. His ringing appeal 
came like a Maceconian cry upon the students 
and they will respona granaly. Dr. Ashmore 
emphasized: Bible study and remarked that 
Mount Hermon is the best missionary training- 
school he knew of, because the very work the 
students are engaged in should prepare them 
for mission work. 

At one of these soul-stirring-missionars-ex- 
perience-meeting rallies, among others who 
tired the hearts of those present were James 
W. Garvie, a staiwart Indian lad from the 
Santee Agency in Dakota, who summed Gp the 
Indian’s need and creed to be American rights, . 
citizenship, and education; and Boon It of 
Siam, who modestly related that ** Siam sits in 
the gray dawn of Christianity; she is ready and 
waiting: the harvest is readv. Young men, 
Siam wants some of you." And so the hot 
missionary shots were poured into the crowd of 
students unt.! ten different countries had been 
eloquently pleaded for. Now, what is to be 
the vital ana practicai outcome of this yearn- 
ing for the souls of those in foreign climes 
who bave been denied these blessed Gospel 
privileges? Will these embers of true love for 
this glorious and self-sacrificing life soon die 
out? The tuture can answer. 

Frequent excursions have been indulged in 
by the boys, including atripor two to the 
White Mountains and other pornts of interest 
to the Western and Southern students in the 
Connecticut Valiey. 
men have tramped over to Northfield, about 
four miles away, to visit Mr. Moody’s home or 
look over the fine buildings of the Northfield 
Seminary. A striking attraction at one of the 
buildings is a modei of Solomon's temple, re+ 
cently received from London by Mr. Moody, a 
giit from a wealthy gentleman who took a 
great liking to the evangelist when he was 
laboring in England. In order that 
Christians everywhere wight get ar® ob- 
ject-lesson of this ancient building, which has 
excited so much attention and study among 
Biblical students, it was proposed to have it 
taken about the country to be usea in an _illus- 
trative lecture upon this subject, but owing to 
the inconvenience and risk oi transporting it 


trom one place to another this plan bas been - 


abandoned and the temple will be kept in a 
special room in the stone building. Not only 
trom a Biblical standpoint, but artisticaily, 
this unique piece of work is very valuable, as 
it is the only one in this country. It cost about 
$2,500, anda duty of over $500 was paid upon 
it when brotgbt into this country. The term- 
ple is made of cedar from Lebanon, and 
is covered, as Solomon’s was, “witbout 
ana within” with gold. While it is but 
fifty-fifth of the actual size, every 

has been carefully and. studiously 
Here are the two great brazen 
pillars, Jachin and hoaz, adorned with lily- 
work and. pomegranates; the golden candle- 
sticks, table of shew-bread, and innumerable 
golden vessels for the service of the sanctuary ; 
the laver, **a molten sea of brass,”” a master- 
niece of Hiram’s skill, for the abiution of the 
priests. Here, too, are to be seen the cham- 
bers of the priests arranged in successive 
stories against the sides o! the sanctuary, leav- 
ing room at the topto light the Holy ana Most 
Holy Places from the_ top. The interior 
is lined with woodwork richly carved 
and overlaid with guild. That symbolical 
ficure, the cherubim, is placed upon the mercy 
seat. In fact, any one who is conversant with 
the minuteness of Solomon’s gorgeous temple 
can spend hours of profitable study in survey- 
ing this remarkable work. -The dome can be 
removed to reverently catch a glimpse of the 
interior, showing the guarding cherubim and 
the ** veils.”” A couple of Mount Hermon boys 
have made the temple a study and assist 
strangers in their investigations, while Moody 
is sometimes persuaded to explain some of its 
mysteries. The other day, while conversing 
with a knot of friends, be said: ** Did you ever 
think that God never wrote but three things? 
The first was the Ten Commandments at Sinai,

THEY CAN’T BE CIRCUMVENTED. 
An Ingenious Machine for Making Bar- 

keepers Honest Which Is Heavily Handl- 

capped by the Cunning of the White- 

Aproned Artists — Beating the Patent 

Check-Himitter. 

NEw Yor«, July 31.—([Special.|—A. lawsuit 
in litigation in this city relates to the latest in- 
vention of what may be called the Sveiety for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to the Saloonkeepers’ 
Cash.. It is a cast-iron machine, a foot square, 
and six inches thick, with asort otf dial plate 
and a band that is moved around to the amount 
of the check needed. Then the turn of a 
crank makes this whisky-man’s triend spit out 
a bit of white cardbourd with the desired 
figures stamped into it as though the check 
to ‘read. 
Somewhere in the travels of the machine is 
registered the amount of the check. In de 
scribing it the opposing lawyer gravely de- 
ciured that at the barroom’s closing hour 
every night the apparatus adds up the amount 
of all the checks, makes a written statement 
of the result, hoids the bartender by the col- 
lar until the cash is counted, gives the cashier 
a receipt if everything is all right, and then 
rings a silver bell in the bedroom of the pro- 
prietor. If the cash. is short the bell rings 
twice. Three rings means cash is very short, 
and au succession of svarp rings means that 
the cashier and bartender have divided up the 
day's receipts, cleaned out the safe, and fled. 
it is also rumored, be said, that the thing has 
th arrangement for notifying the proprietor 
when there is more cash in the drawer than 
the checks call for, but this is a matter of alle- 
gation merely, as no such emergency has ever 
arisen. 

The fight in court is over the asserted in- 
fringement of the patent, anda referee is 
taking testimony leisurely during the summer. 
Expert witnesses are examinéd as to the efli- 
cacy of the contrivance. One of these was a 
bartender. The thing was placed before him 
and his opinion asked. ‘*This here,”’ he said, 
affectionately stroking the cast-iron brow of 
the check-emitter, ‘*is the latest patent for 
making men honest by machine, and it’s just 
us successiul as a street-car conductor's bell- 
punch. If aman don’t know how and don’t 
want to know bowto cheat the boss the ma- 
chine will keep bim from doing it by accident. 
In course, a man who’s got er machine stuck 
up to keep him honest never tbinks of being 
dishonest. It wouldn’t be no buman natureit 
he did. An’ so, in course, there ain’t no 
knocking down where that machine is. No, I 
don’t mind ‘lowing it around. It assures the 
boss, and I don’t look as if it were hurting me, 
do I?’’

the bar to remember that a fmend of bis had 
been telling him how the machine might be 
fooled by anv one so beartless as to abuse the 
confidence of a cast-iron thing with a crank.

The 
cashier? {= posem when customers as 16 known 
gets a lO-cent cheek for 75 cents’ worth of 
drinks, there wouldn't be nothing immaterial, 
woulda there, 
to the cashier with their check? And when the 
cashier balances things up at night, and finds 
there's some dollars more cash than there is 
chips, who's got a better ri¢ht to it than ali of 
us eqvaliy? It can't be the boss’ because bis 
own machine says there’s so much coming to 
him. If it ain't ourn whose is it? These re- 
marks sound rather onscientific, I koow, but 
the 1...a@'s new vet, and we ain't on to it as 
much as we will be. We've got—that is, my 
friend said as how the chap that found out 
how to fix tne beli-punches 80 they wouldn't 
punch is a-working at our cast-iron friond 
across the coynter, and it ain't no reckless 
freak of the imacination in ’sposen that some 
day it'll be possible to turn the crank for a 
dime and have it spit outa 75-cent check. 
That'il be rather nice, but the beli-puncn chap 
will want a prettyyood royalty, and | don't 
know as we'll do any better than we're doin’— 
that is, than we could be a-doin’ now.”’ 


TO DIE OB TAKE A FRESH START. 


The American Tract Society About to Re- 
solve on One Thing or the Other—The 
Results of Competition and the Failure 
to issue Tracts Suited to the Times. 

New YoOrK, July 31.—[{Special.|—The Amer- 
ican Tract Society is at the point of either 
death or renewed life. Both its financial and 
spiritual heaith is bad, though not by reason 
of anything in the least scandalous, and acom- 
mittee has been appointed to recommend re- 
juvenation or demise. It is the feeling among 


the friends of the time-bonored society that a. 


radical change in the character of the tracts, 
to bring them up to the times, wou!d infuse 
new life. Dr. Rand, the General Secretary, 
says itis impossible as yet to outline the re- 
forms, for no meeting has been held except to 
eftect a formal organization, and the 'mem bers 
are scattered about the world enjoying vaca- 
tions. The society was induced to take 
action of this character bvy*a gradual 
and steady decrease in the receipts 
during the last twelve years. To.s 
is attributed, not to any unattractive ap- 
pearance of the tracts, nor. to inferiority of 
any kind as compared with similar works pub- 
lished elsewhere, but tothe rise of so many 
denominational publishing houses. There is 
no large denomination today that does not 
maintain its own book concern, and the pat- 
ronage of the general society bas therefore 
fulien off. Few of these book concerns are 
selt-supporting. Their ends are made to meet 


_by contributions taken in the churches once a 


year. The cburch members naturally give 
their denomination the preference in assist- 
ance for propagandism, aad the Tract Society 
suffers. ‘* Moreover,”’ said Dr. Rand, ** there 
has been a great multiplication of periodicals 
during the last few years and denominational 
papers are more numerous than when tifis 
society was organized. All these things com- 
bine to force us to adopt some new policy, but 
what it will be I have no idea. Our tracts are 
equal tothe best in every particular, but it 
may prove that we shall bave to curtail our 
work.” Eariy in September a decision will be 
reached, and the American Tract Society will 
begin to issue leaflets of new desigus, or usher 
itself out of existence,

| ART IN CHICAGO. 


THE SUBJECT FAIRLY DISCUSSED IN 
THE AUGUST “CENTURY.” 


Public Apathy Regarding Art Education as 
Contrasted with Cinéinnati—The Art In- 
stitate and What It Has Done and Is 
Doing—It Is Merely a Beginning—Local 
Pride Will Kemedy All Present Defticien- 
cies and Chicago Will Not Lag Behind 
Other Western Clities. 

In the August Century is an exhaustive arti- 
cle by Kipley Hitchcock on **The Western Art 
Movement,’ in which the art work of Cincin- 
nati, St. Louis, Chicago, Milwaukee, and Ds- 
troit is sepurately considered. ‘The’ follow- 
ing unusually fair statement of Chicago's 
present attitude is extracted: 

In its relations to art the Western metropolis 
resembies to an extent the metropolis of the 
East. Chicago contains more professionai 
artists than any other Western city, and this 
implies a picture market of some consequence. 
Various art associations centre in the city, and 
there are frequent exhibitions of considerable 
importance. Of imposing business blocks and 
costly residences there is no lack, but—and 
here agafn the resemblance to New York comes 
in—there 18 a curious apathy regarding the ad- 
vancement of the cause of art education. The 
unselfish public spirit which, as in Cincinnati, 
manifests itself in the building of art museums 
, and the gerierous endowment of art schools, is 
not yet awakened in Chicago, aithough all this 
may be close at hand. The youth of the city,

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| ates of other American echools. Most of them 
study art for amusement, or as an accomplish- 
ment. Some becometeacbders. Not more than 
1 or 2 per cent, I am told, become professional 
artists. 

As to results obtained in the application 
of art to industry, there is still less to be said. 
The night classes, as in Cincinnat! and spt. 
Louis, are attended by many lithographers, 
draughtsmen, and engravers, and the influence 
counts for something. The bead of a large 
firm of designers and decorators is teacher of 
a night class. 
the schoo! as yet bave taken little part in the 
decorative art work of the city. He had been 
able to find but one competent American de- 
signer, and that one, significantly enough, was 
a graduate of the St. Louisschool. The Chica- 
go Pottery Club, which includes several grad- 
vates of the school among #8 members, has 
beld several exbibitions of merit. But there 
has been no application of art. to pottery or 
metal-work on a large scale. 

All that is claimed for the Art Institute, 
even with its costly new building, is that it 
represents a beginning. The Management of 
the Art Institute is vested ip some of the act- 
ive business-men who have won for the city its’ 
great material prosperity. This is surely a 
fortunate omen. Moreover, Whatever facili- 
ties these men may procure will be discreetiy 
utilized. The director of the school wisely 


he aims to-encourage while maintaining regu- 
larity and discipline. He looks forward to 
keeping his pupils for four years, teaching 
them to. use their bands and eyes, and at tie 
same time equipping them with atruly liberal 
education obtained through artistic channels, 
More than this, he intends to make the -study 
of applied art'a department coOrdinate with 
the academic. 


Such are the present conditions of art in 
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its marvelous development, its still more mar- 
velous uprising since its destruction fifteen 
years ago, are explanation enough, perhaps, 
for the preoccupation of its citizens with in- 
dividual material interests. “ What has been 
done for art?” one asks. ‘**What giits have 
been made? What facilities for eaqucation in art 
have you placed within the reach of your peo- 
ple?” And the answer is. *‘ Wait. Weare young. 
This ground was cleared of Indians hardly 
fifty years ago. Look at our business streets 
and avenues of privute residences. Remember 
our population of three-quarters of a million 
and our vast business interests. Remember 
that the men whom you meet bave been work- 
ing nightand day for fifteen years to build 
this great city up from ashes. Their energies 
have been absorbed in mategial.things. The 
next generation will have money and time for 
something else. The change is coming; in- 
deed, it is already felt. In Chicago we act 
quickly. The art in the air will materialize 
into gifts and endowments, and ailat once 
Chicago will be the art centre. as she is now 
the business centre of the West.’’ 

All this is characteristic. The influence of 
local pride wili count for something. Chicago 
will notlonge allow herself to lag behind St. 
Louis and Cincinnati. : 

At present the representative art institution 
of the city is without any endowment, and its 
usefulness is limited by the want of funds. It 
has received no large gifts eithertof money or 
collections Yet the Art Institute of Chicago 
is attended in the course of the year by some 
400 pupils, ahd is soon to take possession of a 
vew building which, with the lana, represents 
avalue of $250,000.‘ This is the result of a 
‘* business management.’’ The money has been 
obtained from gifts, chiefly of $1,000 each, from 
membersbip fees, and from loans upon bonds 
secured by mortgages on the property. Inter- 
est upon these bonds and the running expenses 
are to be met fora time by renting parts of the 
building to various societies. Membership 
tees and dues are to cover the expenses of ex- 
hivinons. The school is dependent upon its 
tuition fees. In short, both museum and 
school are: independent and self-supporting. 
Thanks to the prudence of business-men, the 
Art Institute bas maintained itself successfully 
during the seven years since its incorporation. 
Through the energeticefforts of the President, 
Mr. Charles L. Hutchinson, the credit of tne 
institute is firmly established, and its futyre 
seems certain eveu without the outside he!p 
which is needed to increase its usefulness. 

At least the new building is an important 
step forward. The Chicago Academy of De- 
sign, founded pearly twenty years ago, once 
controlled a building nominally its own, but 
this was destroyed in the great fire. The 
academy, in which Mr. Leonard W. Volk was a 
leader, was primarily an association of artists. 
It maintained a school and owned some smal! 
collections, But when the business-men who 
were members left the organization in 1879. to 
found the Academy of Fine Arts, now called 
the Art Institute, the life of the old academy 
seemed to bave departed, altbough it is still a 
chartered and ollicered association. It was in 
1882 that the institute was established on its 
present site, where the museum occupied an 
old building, and one was afterward erected 
for the school. The latter remains. Thé sub- 
stantial brown-stone building now goimg up 
stands on the corner of Michigan avenue and 
Van Buren street, tronting a narrow park 
along the Lake-Front. 

The plans for the interior include a iecture- 
room, several galleries, and other exhibition 
rooms, with studios and’ rooms for modeling 
and carving, and others to be temporarily oc- 
cupied by the Decorative Art Society and 
various clubs, The entire building is designed 
for the use of the Art Institute. Ouiy a part 
of the exhibition space will be occupied by the 
hundred or so casts, and the few oil paintings 
and autotypes belonging to the institute, the 
nucleus of a collection. American art bas 
found early representation in ‘**Les Ama- 
teurs,’’ by Mr. Alexander Harrison, and “ The 
Beheading of John the Baptist,’ by Mr. 
Charles Sprague Pearce. But the galleries 
will be filled for the most part by loan exn)- 
bitions. Last year the Institute held fourteen, 
inciuding -paintings, sculpture, engravings, 
aatetypes, pottery, illustrative, designs, etch- 
ings, and bDiack-and-white drawings. Both the 
Western Art Association and the Bobemian 
Art Club of Chicago held exhibitions in the 
gaiieries of the Institute. — All this is helpful 
to the pupils of the school, as well as interest- 
ing to the pubiic. For further stimulus the 
pupils have lectures by the director of the 
Institute, Mr. W. M. R. French, and others, 
and’two or three times the pupils have made 
sketching expeditions of some duration—one 
to the Natural Bridge in Virginia. 

These are aids outside of the regular curric- 
ulum of the school, which is mainly academ- 
ic, like the ieading art schools of the East, with 
which it claims equality. There are tne usual 
grades and classes, with a somewhat unusual 
range of mediums, which includes pastel-draw- 
ing, monotypes, and etching. Nothing seems 
to be omitted which pertains to academic art 
education, and there.is also aciass in decora- 
tive designing. The teachers for the most 
part have been trained at Munich, but prac- 
tices which originated in French ateliers, like 
the use of Julian's flats, and drawing from 
biocks to get%deas of construction, are com- 
mon here us in mostmodern sechoois. As to 
the pupils, it would be unfair to judge so 
young ascbool by the achievements of its gradu- 


ates. Their history is like that of the gradu- 
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. THE CHICAGO ART INSTITUTE. 
Among other illustrations of prominent museums and schoois of art accompanving the 
article in the August Century, herewith reprinted, is the one of the Chieago Art Institute re- 
produced abeve. It is one of the most successful institutions of the kind in tne country. 
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Chicago, but these conditions will soon change. 
The founding of the Manual Training School, 
the great beqiiest for the Newberrg Library, 
and the establishment of the Armour Memo- 
rial are signs of the direction in which men’s 
minds are turning, and these examples are 
sure to inspire others. 

In a foot-note are added these remarks: 

There have been no such gifts to the cause of 
art education in the East as in the West during 
this time.. There has been nosuch building up of 
art museums and art schools. Even the muse- 
ums in existence in Boston and New York are 
suffering severely for lack of support, and not 
an urt school in. New York is equipped 
to the satisfaction of its ‘friends. On. the 
other hand, the largest private and publie collec- 
tions are in the East,and the most important 
exhibitions and sales are held there, or, to local- 
ize the term further. in New York, which is the 
centre for artists and art societies, and offers the 
best picture market. Any detailed exposition of 
the East's advantages seems to me as unneces- 
sary us general eulogy of.the arts of painting and 
sculpture. But the expenditure of fortunes for 
paintings which go to private galleries is not so 
healthful a sign of interest in art as the unselfish 
activity in behalf of art education which is now 
to be noted in the West, but notin the Fast. At 
present the East seems content with its earlier 
achievements, but this apathy can hardly be ex- 
pected to last.

Lights "—Other Plays and Players. 


‘-LonpDonN, July 10.—[Special Correspondence 
of The Tribune.|—Just before last Christmas 
a friend of mine went into the store of one of 
the leading silversmiths in New York to buy a 
silver-mounted pocketbook. Among those 
shown him was one which was relatively very 
much cheaper than the others. He asked the 
salesman why the rest were ail dearer than 
that one. The salesman looked at it and said: 
* That is not our own make.” ‘Then a shade 
of contempt crept into bis voice as he added: 
‘That's imported.’” A tew years ago the 
scorn would have been rather for the. article 
o? domestic manufacture; and even now there 
are few arts or manufactures in which the 
superiority of the American article is striking 
enough to allow us to be scornful of the handi- 
work of the foreign maker. In the theatre, 
for example, although we export almost 
asmany and quite as accomplished actors 
“us we import, the toreign trade-mark 
is still accepted for far more than it is worth. 
Yet any student of the stage who may have 
made the round of the theatres in London this 
season would have found nothing better than 
the performances of the admirable company of 
comedians gathered together by Mr. Augustin 
Daly and now acting under his . management 
at the Strand Theatre. This is the second visit 
of Mr. Daly's company to London. Two years 
ago they acted at Toole’s Theatre, a most un- 
fortunate selection, as the stage was too small 
for any breadth of effect, and as the house 
was too small for any pecuniary profit. This 
year, at the Strand, they have been more hap- 
pily situated, and their success, both artistic 
and financial, bas been most remarkable. 
They have played to a constant succession 
of crowded houses and their merits bave 
been frankly and cordially recognized by the 
critics, 

It is a pleasant sensation for an American in 
London when he finds critical journals of the 
authority of the Saturday Review, the Athe- 
nwum, and the Academy not only eulogizing 
an American compaagy, praising the individual 
performers, and dwelling on the extraordinary 
felicity and finish of their performances as a 
whole, but also using it as a standard of com- 
parison to the disadvantage of the established 
Eng .sh companies, and suggesting it as a 
motel for English companies to imitate.- And 
this is only justice, for there is po company in 
London equal to Mr. Daly’s. Perbaps this is 
less Of a compliment than it. seems, as there 
are really po strong stock companies in Lon- 
don now. Even at the best theatres—at Mr. 
Irving’s Lyceum, at Messrs. Hare & Kendall's 
St. James’, at Messrs. Clayton & Cecil’a Court 
—there is little more than the nucleus of a 
company permanently retained, tbe rest of 
the needed performers being specially engaged 
for the run of the piece. There are signs of 
the decay of this ‘**jobbing’’ system, as it is 
called; butit obtains today in most of the 
London theatres. Even Mr. Irving, when be 
brought out **Faust,’’ bad to engage Mr. Con- 
way as Faust and Mrs. Steriing as Martha. 

Mr. Daly’s comedians acted first in “A 
Night Off,’’ and this was so satisfactory that a 
company is now about to perform it through- 
out tne provinces. There was no need tochange 
the bill, but Mr. Daly desired to stow his com- 
pany in another comedy, and he has now pro- 
duced “Nancy and Company” with equal 
success. At matinées he has done both the 
“Country Girl’’ and **She Would and She 
Would Not’’; and these have met with the 
same unfailing approval. Itis this ability to 
turn instantly from modern farce to oid com- 
edy, and to actboth with the same briskness 
and brilliancy, which has won the warmest 
praises from the most competent judges here. 
Mr. Walter Herries Pollock, the editor of the 
Saturday Review, and one of the most accom- 
plished of English dramatie critics, said to me 
that in its all-rounc excelience Mr. Daly’s com- 
pany reminded him of the Comédie Francaise 
ut its best. 

At the Lyceum Theatre Mr. Irving is acting 
Mephistopheles in Mr. Wilis’ pitiful perver- 
sion of Goethe’s **Faust.’” It is surprising 
that an actor as intelligent as Mr. Irving should 
not have preferred -an adaptation of higher 
literary worth. Surely it would have been 
easy to adaptfor the English theatre the act- 
ing version of **Faust’’ which now holds the 
stage in Germany. It is this version which M. 
Coquelin saw in Vienna and was so delighted 
with that he commissioned M. Paul Delair to 
turn itinto French. M. Coquelin’s Mephis- 
topheles at the Vaudeville Theatre will be one 
of the sensations of the Paris season.two or 
three years from now, after be has left the 
Théaitre Francais and paid his visit to the 
United States. Mr. Irving is not only the 
toremost of English actors; he is also the 
most adroit and farseemg of English mana- 
gers, and be bas no doubt chosen his wares 
with a thorough knowledge of the market 
wherein he bas to vend them. The 
Mephistopheles is the mocking demon of 
Goethe, doubled by the lame devil of Le Sage. 
A grim and saturnine humor is p2rbaps its 
chief characteristic; and to aay this is to say 
that Mr. Irving plays the part to perfection. It 
is a part which calls ior ail his highest quali- 
ties, and it is a part in the acting of which he 
has laid aside, or veiled, or made use of al! 
those personal peculiarities which many call 
mannerisms. I bave never seen Mr. Irving in 
any character—and I bave seen him in nearly 
every Important part be bas played for the last 
sixteen years—in which bis defects were less 
apparent and his great gifts more abundanuly 
displayed. than they are in Mephistopheles. 
He aione of all the performers in ** Faust” is 
able to withstand the weakness of the text 
ana to be effective anc adequate despite 
the filmsiness of Mr. Wills’ poetry. ‘Mrs. 
Sterling makes Martha almost too vulgar an 
old woman, rich and strong as was 
her acting. Miss Terry has never been 
seen to less advantage than as Marearet. 
**Faust’’ is mounted with all the splendor, all 
the skill, and all the taste to which Mr. Irving 
has made the setting of every scene and the 
movement of every act a study and a joy to 
any one who is really interested in the stage 
and in its possibilities and limitations. That 
Mr. Irving bas extended these possibilities and 
limitations will be confessed by all who pave 
the good fortune to see the Brocken scene 
which formed the fourth act of Mr. 
Wills’ *“*Faust.’"’ This reproduction of the 
Witches’ Sabbath, with the demoniac orgies 
and ghostly revels of its crew, is the most dar- 
ing attempt of modern étage management; 
and it is as masterly as it is marvelous. Noth- 
ing on the French stage was ever as boid or 
more successful than the weird evolutions of 
these black spirits ano gray, centred about the 
dominant red spot ot the mocking fiend Me- 
phistopheles. 

At the Princess Theatre Mr. Wilson Bar- 
rett bas been acting in * Clito,”’ an original 
trugedy by himself and Mr. Sydney Grundy. 
*“*Clito’’ is almost a great play, and it is a poor 
play. Its motive is strong and vital, but its 
construction is forced, and therefore feeble. 
In subject it recalls the ** Marble Heart”’ and 
‘“*Théodora,”’ without being indebted to either. 
It tells us the story of a Grecian sculptor, who 
is temptéd and ruined by a courtesan whom he 
bas spoken against. The weakness of **Ciito”’ 
as a play is due chiefly to the weakness of 
Clito as apart. Clito isa gibbering loon. He 
talks much and does little. When he acts at 

ali he acts like a fool, and wheu he has any- 
thing to say he speaks a piece. There is much 
ingenuity in the details of the drama, and there 
is much admirable dialog, which abounds in 
terse, sinewy lines. But, on the whole, the 
country critic was not far out when he summed 
up **Clito” as a play baving ‘*several bloody 
scenes, and few of the principal personages 


survive.” Tho tragedy is beautifuliy put on 
the stage, and is not iil-acted. Clito, 
the contemptible Nero, without head or 


heart. and with only a tongue to betray and to 
bewail, is acted by Mr. Wilson Barrett, a man 
of handsome presence and manly bearing, wno 
is a little lacking in ‘“*elocution and somewhat 
inclined to a monotony of delivery.”” Miss East- 
lake played Helie, the courtesan, with the most 
surprising vigor; she brought out the inherent 
vulgarity of the character with singular effect. 
Mr. E. 8. Willard gave an open readiness of 
villany to the brilliant blackguard Giaucias, 
and he reaped bis reward in the storm of bisses 
which greeted him when he was called before 
the curtain at the end of the act. 

This hissing of the villain is a characteristic 
of the jess artistic and more popular play- 
houses of London, and it is fairly indictative 
of the low level of culture among the audi- 
ence. It is hardly possible for an author to 
do rigidly -artistic work, end to attempt to 
body forth on the stage lite as it really is, as 
long as the audience is primitive enougb to 
hiss the villain. In ‘Harbor Lights,’’ the 
successful melodrama now acting at the 
Adelphi Theatre, the authors, Messrs. George 
RK. Sims ana Henry Pettitt, have frankly ac- 
cepted the situation, and with a full knowledge 
of their audience they bave written an ingen- 
ious and well-made play on the lines of the old 
melodramatic model. In the whvuie five acts 
ot **Harbor Lights”’ there is no toucp of 
reality, no trace of the observation of lite 


itself, no situation which is not cut and dried,

no character which is not worn threadbare, 
aod yet itisa cleverly contrived play of its 
kind, and it is exactly suited to an Adelphi 
audience. It is the sort of melodrama which 
Mr. Wallack will probably produce at his 
theatre, where it will be acted tor four or five 
weeks to steadily dwindimg receipts. There is 
such a fiavorof ‘“H. M, S. Pinafore’ about 
* Harbor Lights” that when the boat’s crew 
came ashore In the first act, every sailor in- 


Stantly pairing off wit his luss, I haif 
expected that they would break out in 
the chorus, *‘We Sail the Ocean Blue,” 
or “Sir Joseph Porter Comés,”’ an« 


was just about to declare that Mr. William 
Terriss played Ralph Rackstraw. Mr. ‘Terriss 
plays the nautical hero to perfection, and Miss 
Millward is charming as tbe fair heroine. 
Those who remember the promising. perform- 
ances of Mr. Terriss and Miss 
the Lyceum company was in America will re- 
gret to see their talents thrown away on a play 
guite unworthy of them. 

At the Court Theatre Mr. Pinero’s ** School- 
mistress ’’ has followed his ** Magistrate,’’ and 
the author is to be congratulated .» his rare 
feat of reduplicating his earlier su.:ess. The 
‘*Schoolmisiress’’ is not as simple in plot as 
the ** May'strate’’’ nor as symmetrical in con- 
struction, but it is quite as funny. It is frank 
farce, full of the most rollicking humor, but 
it has its roots intrutb. It is well acted at 
the Court. Mr. Clayton makes the most of 
the violent old seadog, Admiral Rankling. 
Mrs. John Wood is most brilliantly bumorous 
as the Schoolmistress who takes to opcra- 
bouffe, and Miss Norreys, one of the most 
proinising of young English actresses, is de- 
lighttully fresh and amusing as Peggy. I am 
told that the ‘*Schoolmistress’’ is to be acted 
in America next season by Miss Rosina Vokes, 
who would play either Mrs. Wood's or Miss 
Norreys’ part. most enjoyably... At the St. 
James’ Theatre Mrs. Kendal, the most accom- 
plished actress in England, has beeu acting in 
aversion of M. Dennery’s **Maurtyre,”’ not 
suited to her or to the theatre. 

The French have a habit of closing a letter 
with a mot de Ia fia, and | am moved to adopt 
it now to tellan anecdote recalled to mind 
by the conjunction of Mrs. John.

When she 
was managing that house she revived the

are, your ladyship.’” Whether or not it was 
the excitement of the friendly house no one 
may now declare, bat both Lady Sneerweli and 
Snake lost their beads, and made a slip of the 
tongue in thig wise: 

Ludy Sneerwelli—Are the soakes all inserted, 
Mr. Paragraph? 

Mr. Snake—They are, your majesty!

I must say I believe he has made a play that 
will make a fortune for somebody, for he bas 
put into clear, unmistakable, eloquent action 
the opposing factors in the modern social sys- 
tem, aud shown with terrible strength the true 
character of the monster that calls itself An- 
archy, The play draws a clear line between 
liberty and license, between beroism and 
fanaticism. I tdeais with the flercest moments 
of revolution, but it bangs the terrible inci- 
dents upon a nobie, clean, and admirable love 
story..

The Hebraization of New York. 
We hear a great deal about Irish rule in 
New York and the large increase in the Ger- 
man population, and the showing that even the 


Italians, French, and Chinese are beginning to. 


make, but seldom is any comment made on the 
spread of. the Jewish colony and the slow, 
steady absorption of certain branches of tne 
wholesale trade into the bands of Israelites. It 
used to be said that although the east and west 
sides of New York bave been almost compiete- 
ly foreignized, the native population baving 
fled up-town before the ris‘ng tide of immigra- 
tion, Broadway, the great artery of the city’s 
life, maintained its character as an American 


street. This has ceased to be true. The other 
ufternoon, while walking down that thorough- 
fare, 1 chose a biock at random—it was the 
short one lying between White aud Walker 
streets—and read the signs on either side the 
way. There were thirty-five Jewish names on 
the one block. The Jew isa peaceable citizen, 
and does not arouse the active opposition of 
the native like certain other of our undigested 
populace. He figats no battles, be keeps out of 
politics, he is not a Knight of Labor, he 
does not strike; be keepsto himself, his gains 
are his own, and his charities are for other 
Hebrews; but because be is sharp in trade. and 
because he maintains his human privilege of 
going to Saratoga and Manhattan Beaca, a sort 
of dull dislike has arisen against him. He is 
not to be downed, however. The next decade 
will see a more extensive Hebraizaton of the 
wholesaie trade of New York than ever, and it 
is impolitic to resist it actively, as the failure 
of the greut house of Stewart will prove, for 
that resulted from the effort of Judge Hilton to 
boycott Israel. Israel boycotted him and he 
closed Bis doors. The Jew is widening his 
range in the atmosphere and opportunities of 
this Republic, and bas ceased to be in America

what heis in the ghetios of Itaiy and Poland. -

THE RAFT WOULD NOT BUDGE, 

Ineffectual Attempt to Launch a Lot of 
‘Timber at Two Rivers, N. S. 

HALIFAX, N. &., July 31.—|Special.]—The 
launcb.of the monster timber raft at Two 
Rivers, Cumberland, advertised for today, at- 
tracted the largest assembiuge of people ever 
seen in that part of the country. At 1 o'clock 
the shores were quickly severed by the axmen, 
but tbe huge ratt did not show any signs of 
movement, and bitter disappointment was de- 
picted on every face, and prophecies were 
made thut the launch was an impossibility. 
This Opinion was not shared by the superin- 
tendent of launcbing, Isaac Oliver of St. John, 
who ut once set. to work to get things 
in readiness for another attempt during 
the night. It iw generally bejievad that this 
will be successful, or, if not, that it will be got 
off tomorrow at noon. The causeof the fail- 
ure is variously conjectured, The mest 
plausible reason advanced is that the grease 
was put on the launchways too early and 
evaporated. This great raft bas been under 
construction since Jan. l. It is 420 feet long, 
55 wide, and 300 deep, weighs 8,000 tons, and 
contains 2,500,006 superficial feet of piling and 
Other timber. It is cigar-suaped and was de- 
signed by H. R. Robertson. It was built under 
contract by B. B. Barnhili of Two Kivers for 
Wiison Godfrey of New York. The timber is 
estimated to be worth 330,000.

Justin McCarthy's Opinion of the Men to 
Whom Have Been Given the Lrish Offices. 

LONDON, July 31.—/ERditor of The Tribune.} 
~The readers of Tuk TRIBUNE may perhaps 
be somewhat astonished when I say that the 


‘ appointment of Home Secretary in Salisbury’s 


new Government is the political tact which at 
present has the most interest for me. It. bas, 
indeed, quite a curious interest for Irishmen 
living in London. The new Home Secretary 1s 
Henry Matthews, the distinguished advocate 


and Queen’s Counsel, who was leader 
iu the case against Dilke, and wio 
was pitiless in bis cross-examination and 


remorseless in his denunciation of the great 
Racical whom fate had put at his mercy. 
While Matthews was denouncing Dilke the 
minds of some of his listeners went back to 
another case in the nature of divoree, whicno 
was heard many years ago, and in which Mr. 
Matthews bad a differerit part. That, how- 
ever, is not the subject to which | wish to di- 
rect attention. 

Henry Matthews is an English Catholic and 
a strong Conservative, but he was not always 
a Conservative as far as_ Irish politics 
are concerned. Many years ago he 
set in the House of Commons 
as member for Dungurvan, Ireland, 
How did an English Conservative get in tor 
Dungarvan? How but by talking niost ardent- 
iy Nationalism—something, indeed, very like 
Fenianism? The Fenian rebellion was just 
over, and the country still seething with its 
emotion, when Matthews rusbed across from 
the Temple, presented himself as an Englisb- 
man devoted in his sympathies to the Irish 
people, talked in glowing phrases of some of 
the imprisoned Fenian leaders—quite ouishone 
the Irish Liberal who was.supposed to be the 
favorit candidate—and, in point of fact, suc- 
ceeded in becoming member for Dungarvan. 

There was certain/y a novel written some 
time after, in which I am much inclined to 
think Henry Matthews was described, under 
the name of Hamiicar Haibert, as a middle- 
aged English barrister, who, despairing of a 
seat for an English constituency, and hearing 
that some Irish member was not very vopular 
with his constituents, sent for a bundie of 
Irish Nationalist papers and read himseif well 
up in Fenianism, went to the Temple library 
and studied several books about Ireland, and 
then rusbed over tolreland and presented him- 
seif as a candidate. He vaguely hinted at a 
plebiscite, and darkiy suggested that the 
wrongs of Ireland would have been set right 
long ago if it bad not been for certain lriso- 
men who, although natural representatives of 
the great cause, bad chosento make it sub- 
servient to social position in London and the 
patriotic smile of a Min‘ster. Herein let me 
remark, in passing, Hamilcar Halbert was 
quite right. Mr. Haibert justified Fenianism 
by all the rights of national freedom, and 
swept bailf the population of the county along 
with him by the emphatic declaration: ‘* Were 
I notan Englishman, [do not blush to gay | 
shouid be a Fenian.”’ 

Well, in those days the people of Ireland 
were rather sick and ashamed of Irish patriots 
who Only went into the House of Commons tor 
the sake of getting a place or being welcomed 
in London society. Halbert, very likely, ap- 
peared an attractive change. Anyhow, Henry 
Matthews succeeded in being elected to the 
House of Commons. And from that moment 
notbing more was heard of his sympathy with 
the national sentiment of the Irish people. 
Therefore Matthews was not recClected for 
Dungarven when that constitueucy next got 
a chance of expressing its 
and from that time until the late 
elections littie or nothing was known it politics 
of him. In the late elections he tried bis luck 
again, gotin for one of the divisions of Bir- 
mingham, and now is suddenly lifted into one of 
the most important positions in the Govern- 
ment. and becomes a Cabinet Minister. A 
more sudden, unexpected, and ex .raordinary 
elevation has not been known ib my time, 
Lord Randoiph Churchill, peopie say, made the 
acquaiutance of Mattbews during the Birming- 
bam election, and was much impressed by his 
ability, energy, and audacity. So far us ca 
pacity goes I should think Matthews wili jus- 
tify the appointment. But bis bas been a 
curious career.

Sale of Another Installment of the Blenheim 
Collection. ° 

Lonpon, July 31.—{ New York Herald Cable. ] 
—The third instailment of the Bienbeim collec- 
tion of paintings was solid today. It included 
many notable portraits by Van Dyck, Gains- 
borough, Reynolds, and Lely; but the attenda- 
ance was smal! and not much enthusiasm was 
displayed. ‘‘he buyers were principally deal- 
ers, who bought the pictures on speculation. 
Mr. W. H. Smith, the new Secretary of War, 
purcbased twoof Francis Swaine’s sea pict- 
ures for $50 apiece. Prices throughout the 
sale were low. Pictures by second-rate art- 
ists brought nearly their full value, while 
those signed by better known names 
went at a sacrifice. Dequiltery’s 
portrait of George L. was withdrawn from the 
sale by the Duke of Marlborough. This 
created some curiosity, a3 it was rumored that 
either the Queen or the National Gallery 
wished to treat tor the picture by private sale. 
Two ot Claude’s landscapes opened the sale, 
going for $55 and $150 respectively. ‘*A Feast 
and Merrymaking in the Open Alir,’’ by Pater, 
a small picture with many minute and finely- 
drawn tigures, caused the first real contest. 
Agnew started the picture at $500, and, after 
rapid bidding, carried it off for $900. 
Two Poussin tandscapes followed, going for 
$26 each. ‘A picture of a decidedly affected 
and ugly angel, the oniy merit of which lay in its 
being a copy of a Correggio, by Sir Josbua 
Reynolds, was sold to Warneck for $35. A 
somewhat more lifelike Dut unattractive life- 
size study of an oid man’s head by the same 
painter, atte: Carracci, was sold to Bosauquet 
for $23. Five Watteaus sold at low tigures. 
Colnaghi, the picture dealer, took the best, a 
dull brownish canvas with six, figures at 
$260. This picture, although labeled Watteau, 
was evidently by Pater. * Le Bal Champetre,”’ 
a dull colored interior, with the view of a land- 
scape through an arch, was sold for $53. 

The historical portraits were the grand feat- 
ure of the sale and the,interest centered in 
eight Van Dycks, all of royaity or nobility. 
The first sold was a s‘ately, full-length picture 
of Queen Henrietta Maria, in a deep-biue satiy 
robe trimmed with ermine and heavily jew- 


eled. It was sold to Agnew after quick bid- 
diag ior .$1,750 A magnificent  paint- 
ing of the Earl of =—«—sqgStafford 
and his secretary, Philip Mainwaring, 


was. applauded when placed upon the easel, 
because of the remarkable way in which the 
color, position, and portraiture were com- 
bined. It was started at $500 and was sold 
after eager bidding. to Miilier for $3,500. At 
the same price Agnew took a remarkably fine 
portrait of Queen Henrietta Maria, painted 
soon after her marriage to King Charlies. The 
figure is life-size and dressed in white satin. In 
‘spite of the curls plastered flat over the fore- 


head and cheeks the face is extremely 
pretty and attractive. The’ portrait 
of the Marquise D’Havre, who was muid 


of honor’to Marie de Medicis, was svuld to 
Meyer for $1,600. The portrait of Mary, 
Duchess of Richmond, with a rather sullen 
Sut pretty face, the figure robed in a green- 
orown dress, a very finely drawn dwart's figure 
in the foreground, was sold to Millier for $5,750, 
bringing the highest price of the day. Gains- 
borough's life-size portait of John Russell, 
fourth Duke of Bedford, followed _ the 
Van Dycks. The painting shows a stern 
but fine face, and the powdered 
hair contrasts well with the red coat. The 
bidding began at $500, and the picture went to 
Agnew for $3,000. Gheeraedt’s portrait of the 
famous Countess Somerset—-a curious face, 
and the figure in a greenery-yallery costume— 
was sold to Colnaghi for $1,700. An alleged 
Holbein of King Edward VI., a fine boyish 
figure, sold for $3,000. Sir Godfrey Kneller’s 
portrait of the Duke of Gloucester, the soagf 
Queen Anne, is an ugly figure, and is badly 
painted. [t was purchased by Davis for $125. 
Five Lely portraits, all rather unaitractive 
and not remarkably good specimens of Sir 
Peter’s style, sold at very low prices. The 
only one which fetched over $500 was a 
portrait of the Countess of Rochester, the 
daughter-in-law of Lord Chancellor Clarendon. 
It was sold to Dayis for $600. Another by 
Leiy of Lord Romney, a tine child’s head, 
sold as low as $70 to Milward. Three remark- 
abiy fine portraits by Daniel Mytens, 
the elder, brought level prices. The full 
length of the first Earl of Holland, who lost his 
bead in 1649, showed a full-fledged dandy of 
the period, with hands gioved, a pluwed biack 
teit hat, flowing hair, and broad lace collar. 
The figure, face, and background are all re- 
markably well painted. The bidding started at 
$1,000, and the picture sold for $4,800. The 
name of the purchaser was reserved, but it 
was understood to be one ‘the 
subject's titied descendants. The 
portrait was one of the bandsome-faced but 
badly-legred George Villiers, Duke of Buck- 
iunghamwn. It was sold. aiter quick’ bidding to 
Whitebead for $3,500. The third Mytens 
portrait was that of the second Duke o: Ham- 
iiton, who was killed at the battie of Worcecs- 
ter in 1651. It was procured by Colnaghi for 
$2, 600. |

He will lecture in the United 
States under tne auspices of the Nationa! La- 
bor League of Americaon German Socialism. 
The severest sentence that the Freiberg tri- 
bunal can inflict is expected for Deputies 
Bebel, Vollmur, Auer, and Viereck. Th:ough- 
out the trial the purpose of Herr Valiaert, 
the director of the court, to convict the ac- 
cused wus clearly shown. For Instanee, when, 
at the beginning of the trial, Volimar and 
Viereck denied that the court was competent 
to hear the case against them because the 
Chemnitz tribunal, before which the first 
trial was held, had not sent the case 
to the Freiberg. court, Herr Vallaert 
curtiy overruled the objection. Again, 


Herr Val-aert read incriminating extracts from 
speeches madeby Liebknecht and Volimar in the 
Reichstag, notwithstanding che protest of Herr 
Bebel that no member sbould be prosecuted: 
for utterances in the Reichstag. The general 
defense was similar to that in the Chemitz 
triai—tnat no secret. Socialist. organ za- 
tion existed of which the accused were 
members. Herr Bebe! admitted that 
there was ti sort of an organiza- 
tion in the sense of a community of ideas and 
sometimes of common action at the elections. 
He denied that the Socialists were auswerabie 
for articles publisbed in the Zifirich Sozial De- 
mokrat. When questioned regarding an incen- 
diary article, be said that such ideas could only 
haunt the diseased brain of a Most; that they had 
nothing akin to the reasoning of the German 
Socialists. Herr Auer described tne idea of 
German Socialism as the spontaneous support 
givento menin whom the people confided. 
Hundreds of thousands belonging to no secret 
society gave that support. He said there was 
no regular method of collecting election funds, 
the Socialists relying upon free donations. So, 
also, the Socialist journals were not sustained 
by the party. The dignified moderation of the 
defense created a profound impression. 

Herr Kessler, a Government architect and 
editor ot the Bauhandwerker, was recently ex- 
pelied from Berlin under the Socialist law. 
He took a leadiug part in the last masons’ 
strike. Upon leaving Berlin he went to Bran- 
denburg. The police there gave him one day’s 
notice to quit. From Brandenburg he went to 
Brunswick, where he received three days’ no- 
tice to leave both the town andthe Duchy. He 
then took refuge in Frankfort. : 

The National Zeitung and the Cologne Gazette 
protest against the present unbearabie police 
régime, and demand that the Reichstag seek a 
remedy at the earhest opportunity. 

The Munster Chamber of Commerce has 
adopted a vote of want of confidence in Prince 
Bismarck as Prussian Minister of Commerce.

The speciai 
object of the Marquis’ mission is to arrange 
an overland telegraph service between China 
and Germany.

Bismarck at Munich—A Terrific Explosion— 
Celebrating at Heidelberg. 

BERLIN, July 31.—[Special Cable..—Prince 
Bismurck arrived at Munich today and was re- 
ceived by the population with the greatest 
entbusiasm. He drove at once to the palace 
of the German Legation. During the aftter- 
noon he paida visit to Prince-Regent Luit- 
pold, by whom he was received very cordially. 
The interview between them lasted over an 
hour. When the Chancellor returned to the 
legation he was visited by nearly all the 
Bavarian Princes, members of the Cubinet, and 
other persons of high political standing. To- 
morrow the Prince-Regent will give a dinner 
in bis honor. Monday the Chancellor will leave 
for Gastein to attend to the meeting of the 
emperors of Germany and Austria. It is said 
that the Oriental question and the attitude ot 
che two Empires towards Russia will be the 
leading topic of the Emperors. 

The international conference for the regula- 
tion of the French East African frontier diffi- 
culties will meet bere in a few dass. 

The report is circulated in Austrian railroad

A Successful Balloon Voyage. 


ment of tne three Empires is genuine only so 


: made, and of a character often predicted but 
never before realized by an aeronaut. He de- 
termined &@ balioon could be directed near to 
the point intended for arrival, or could be 
utilized to drop torpedoes. The balloon, in 
deference to the latter idea, was named Tor- 
pilleur. It was fitted with the gear of M. 
L’ Hoste’s invention. Both. voyagers wore the 
uniform of the French navy—blue braided 
with gold—and the tri-color was overhanging 
the basket. Having made tho customary 
preparations for inflation an ballasting they 
left : Cherbourg in the midst of the 
shouts of a vast concourse abeut sun- 
set. Little apprehension was felt, because 
of the confidence of each, M. L’ Hoste being 
Secretary L'Academie d’Aerostation Meteor- 
ologique de France, and bad once before 
crossed the channel in bis balioon. In sub- 
stance bis story 1s thus told by him on being 
interviewed: “1 intended and hoped to arrive 
at Finsbury Square at the top of the street 
running northward from the Bank of England. 
I descended, however, about five miles north of 
it, my gear working pretty well, in about twelve 
hours’ journey coming northeastward in 
a pretty straight line. My main object 
was, bowever, not so much an experiment to 
prove the power and accuracy of steering as 
to prove the possibility to mainiain an equable 
altitude above the waves in crossing the chan- 
nel or any ocean, particularily to test keeping 
in direct view vessels over which to drop tor- 
pedoes. My rig for preserving altitude, which 
i tried to adjust at about forty-eight metres, 
or 150 feet, was a flateur or ** coaxer” pipe, by 
Which, reaching the waves, I could draw up 
water to be .used as bailast in counteract- 
ing the condensation by rarefaction of the 
gas which so often obliges balloons to 
shoot upwards. This flateur effect, when 
making a bDalioon, as it were, captive, I modi- 
fied by a smali sail. Altogether it worked ex- 
cellently until the Isle of Wight was reached, 
when the balioon shot up, but it was used 
again over the Solent. Atthis point, and near 
the Isle of Wignt, 1 successfully dropped tiny 
torpedoes Over the small. craft thereabouts. 
Please remember that sand ballast, once over, 
is gone, but water ballaet is within control. I 
cannot claim success for steering, for the cur- 
rents were favorable tothe point of destina- 
tion. I sailed over St. Paul’s dome, wanting 
to drop in the artillery ground pot far off, near 
Finsbury, from where I made the ascent when 
celebrating the centenary of the first balioon 
voyage, but was compelied to continue a few 
miles nortbward. This water baliast was first 
suggested by the celebrated Gomer.”’ 

The balloon came down quietiy about balf- 
past 6 o’clock in the morming at a point in the 
marshes a few buundred yards distant from the 
Tottenbam Station of the Great Eastern Rail- 
way. A rush was made towards it by some 
bathers, not waiting to dress themselves. Aé 
it was running up the banks of the River Lea 
the car dropped into what is known as Black 
Ditch, and if it. had remained there the aero- 
nauts would bave fonnd themselves in a place 
far from comfortable. Ballast was thrown 
out and the balloon rose, but not many feet. 
Gas was iet out and the baliocon aguin 
came down. Caught by a gust of 
wind, however, it was carried towards the 
river, and more sandbags were emptied. Once 
more the bailooo rose, and nearly came in con- 
tact with the telegrapb wires on the ;@®les by 
the side of the river and which were escaped 
by arapid discbarge of sand. The next at- 
tempt to descend was perfectly successful, the 
car alighting on a piece of marsh free trom 
any obstruction. Coincidentliy enoughin the 
immediate vicinity lived Mr. Coxwell, a mem- 
ber of the balloon society, who made the aero- 
nauts his guests, with a better breakfast for 
ballast than water or sand. The afternoon 
Paris papers received today make much of this 
success, an’ take warlike as well as scien- 
tific views of it.

A WEEK IN WALL STREET. 


THE MARKET FAIRLY ACTIVE IN SPITE 
OF HOT WEATHER. 


A Fair Field for Speculative Movement in 
the Minor Securities, the Big Stocks Be- 
ing Risky to Handle on Account of the 
Manipulations of the” Ringsters—The 
Granger Stocks Left Severely Alone in 
the Absence of Reliable Crop Statistics. 


New York, July 31.—{Special. j—The Times’. 


financial articlesays: Considering the warmth 
of the weather business has been fairly active 
on the exchange the last week. The dealings 
have also been somewhat more evenly dis- 
tributed than they were, which is a healthy 
sign. The transactions in bonds have been 
large, and the street seems to be getting edu- 
cated to trade in the speculative issues almost 
as freely as it deals in stocks. There is sound 
reason in this, for there is as much and some- 
times more money to be made in them than 
in trading in the standard and  well- 
worn stocks. It is certain that; as was said 
last week, the big money bas been made in the 
last twelve months in buying we speculative 
class of bonds. ‘The profits made in buying up 


- the West Shores and Erie seconds when they 


were away down must nave been enormous, 
for there seems uready market for these at 
present prices; so that those who bougbt are 
abie to reaiize. This is not the case with 
some of the stocks which were inciuded in the 
famous West Shore deal. It is plain now that 
the bankers’ syndicate bave not been able to 
market much of their New York Central, and 
the recent manipulation of the stock indicates 
that they must bave an awful big load of it on 
hand. The movements of the stock in the 
market betray as close a control of it as Mr. 
Gould has of his Missouri Pacific, of which he 
is supposed to own nearly all, and 
is reported to bave declared that 
it wili be kept above New York Central in the 


market no matter what the price of the latter. 


may be made. It is slightly above it now, ai- 
though Central has been advanced to the bigh 
figure 111. Considering that the Central's re- 
ports show that the 4 per cent dividends now 
paid are not fully earned, 111 for the stock 
seems a preposterous price, and the street ap- 
pears to regard it as such. The forcing it to that 
figure simply causes amazement. The idea is 
that it is done to force the sale of West Shore 
bonds, the syndicate having a big lot of these 
on hand. The bonds are good, and when the 
supply now constantly dribbling on the mur- 
ket from syndicate sources approaches ex- 
baustion itis quite likely they will rise to be- 
tween 108 and 110. There does notseem much 
chance of their going up until the distribution 
is tolerably complete, because investment 
buying by-the public of any security 1s 
always low, while at owresent there is 
a big bag of these bonds aiways 
open tosupply ali comers. Whether itis wise 
to put New York Central upto figures which 
surprise and halt scare people, with ‘the idea 
that the sale of tne bonds coming ahead of 
this stock will be quickened, ig a matter of 
opinion. The effect has been mainly to dem- 
vustrate what amass of the stock must be 
locked up in the tin boxes of the syndicate 
here and in Londdén. AH the manipulation of 
it comes from one quarter, though some- 
times it seems to. originate in Lon- 
don and sometimes in Wall street. When 
the. syndicate brokers leave no orders the 
stock lies dead, transachons in it being nomi 
nal, and some days passing without a single 
sbare being done. When tuese brokers start it 
into activity again the quotations seem entire- 
ly under their control, showing that the deal- 
ings are almost whoily between themselves 
and the room-traders, who. scalp their ecigbths 
and quarters on it. IJtis not impossible, of 
course, to find outsiders who are willing to buv 
the stock at present prices, for people were 
found who bought Richmond & Danviile at 
over 200; and if they are wiiling to do it, it’s no 
ones business but their own. Things apparent- 
ly absurd are done from time to timein Wa.!

They; would perhaps be 
better satisfied to know that it was not, for 
then prices might be beiter. As it is they 
are sufferers from the double misfortune of a 
short crop and low prices also. Toa man who 
has been burned out with nv insurance it is 
no comtort to be told that things are all right 
because the general average of fires for the 
year is low. The injury has been Jocalized on 
him; and tnisits the condition of the Nortb- 


western grain-growers. It is inevitable that 
the railroads of that section must aiso 
suffer. As to the corn, that is yet in a 


critical state. Much damage has already been 
dove by the drouth which no rains can now re- 
pair, but the bulk of the crop may be saved by 
good rains and plenty of them within the next. 
ten days. One of the leading grain operators 
of Chicago—Lester—is already confidently pre- 


dicting another season for corm like 1881, 
but there» is no reason for taking s0 
dismal a view of the matter at 
this tite. While there is lite there 


is hope, and we may get the needed rains yet, 
We know that the crop wiil be short anyhow, 
from the injury already done, but gvod rains 
now will make the sbdortage comparatively 
small. Prime, whose crop reports have a we!- 
established reputation, believes that whatever 
crop is saved this year wil t through by the 
skin of its teeth. .The situation is certainly 
doubtful, and the Western men, Mr. Armour 
excepted, are talking bearishly on the Granger

THE M’MULLEN MURDER, 


Arrest of Burke, Who Says He Killed the 
Man in Self-Defense. 

John Burke, who killed Danie) McMullen 
last Wednesday night, by severing the jugular 
vein with a pocket-knife, was uarresied 
about 2 o’clock yesterday morning on 
Halsted street, near Harrison. He was seen 
by a TRIBUNE reporter yesterday. Between 
the McMullens and the Burkes and the friends 
uf each there have been dissensions for some 
time past, originating in a spite between the 
hog-drivers and ice-peddlers, the Burkes _ be- 
longing to the former and the McMuliensto the 
latter class. After the fight on the Fourth, in 
which Burke's brother was badly used up, he 
heard that McMullen was going to kill him the 
next time tRey met. On leaving his boarding- 
house Wednesday evening he was toid to look 
out, as Dan McMullen was near. ‘“*I-went up 
to him,”” says Burke, ** thinking he had noth- 
ing against me, and to ask him what was the 
matter. As soon as I got near him he hit me 
in the face and knocked me down and then 
others got around me. I became afraid of my 
life, and drew my knife and struck at bim and 
then crawled through the legs of the crowd 
and ran off. I bad no idea of killing him, but 
felt I had to do sometbing tosave my own life. 
Il struck the blow in self-defense.” 

‘Where have you been biding since that 
time?’’ 

‘**O, not far away—not more tban a couple 
of blocks from the Twelfth Street Station, in 
the house of.a friend.”’ 

Burke is @ small, sickly-looking young fellow 
about 24 years old, weighing but about 125 
pounds. He has always been industrious and 
a hard worker, and does not look in the least 
vicious. McMullen was a large man, and the 
police say quarrelsome and overbearing.
